This year's King Fisherman 
Contest will run from April 29 
to Oct. 29. 

No matter where, or when, 
within those dates, anyone 
who fishes on Vancouver Is¬ 
land or the Gulf Islands may 
enter their fish. More than 200 
weigh-ln stations are ready to 
record entries. A list of these 
weigh-in stations will be |>ub- 
ll&hcd within the next few 



days. All have l>een equipped 
with entry forma and i»«sters 
designating tl*em as weigh-in 
stations, and if a noiv 
subscrilier orders a subscrip¬ 
tion to the Colonist at any one 
of these siati<*v« before he 
goes fishing he will be eligible 
for all prizes. 

The big difference of the 
King Fisherman Contest to 
other fidiing derbies is that 
anglers may enter their fish 
In the course of their normal 
fishing recreation wherever 
and whenever they fish. There 
is no jiarticular fishing pres¬ 


sure placed on any particular 
area at any special time. 

It is just a little extra fun 
added to normal fishing pur¬ 
suits. 

Xjiart from that, records 
compiled from King Fisher¬ 
man contest entries have pro- 
\ ided vital information tor 
authorities studying the mi¬ 
gration and omseivation of 
ilie fisheries resource. It was 
the statistics jmovided by the 
K . n g Fisherman Contest 
which pointed up the need fur 
tiie Juan do Fuca salmon 
sp »rt* fishing reserve. 

Most prizes in tiie King 
Fisherman contest are for 
hidden weights* and tiiere will 
lie hidden weight prizes of¬ 
fered each month as well at 
the end of the contest 

As well as tiie CP A r H->ng 
Kong trip, contest-long hidden 
weight jirizes wuU incluile a 
car-top boat and a complete

Court Upholds Loir 


B.C. Wins Round 
In Ad Ban Fight 


VANCOUVER fCP> — The 
British Columbia government 
won a major legal battle Fri¬ 
day when a B.C. Supreme 
Court Judge upheld the Social 
Credit administration’s con¬ 
troversial legislation banning 
liquor and tobacco advertis¬ 
ing. 

Mr. Justice E E. Hinkson 
ruled In a 25-page Judgement 
that the laws, approved by 
the government last year, 
were within its Jurisdiction 
and did not encroach on fed¬ 
eral powers. 

Tha legislation was chal¬ 
lenged in the courts by seven 
tobacco, advertising and pub¬ 
lishing coniiwmies Benson 
and Hedges (Canada* Ltd.. 
lm|>erial Tobacco Pnxiucts 
Ltd., Macdonald Tobacco 
Marketing Ltd.. Rothmans of 
Pall Mall Canada Ltd.. South- 
star Publishers Ltd., lime 
Canada Ltd. and Maclean- 
Hunter Ltd. 

The companies contended 
that B.C.’s tobacco advertis¬ 
ing restraint act and amend¬ 
ments to the provincial liquor 
act. all approved last year, 
were illegal. 

However, Hinkson flatly re¬ 
jected one of the main sub¬ 
missions by the companies — 
that the two prohibitions in¬ 
vaded the field of criminal 
law. a federal responsibility. 

Counsel for the provincial 
attomey-genpral. who was 
named defendant in the ac¬ 
tion. had adequately es¬ 
tablished the governments 
rights to legislate in the area, 
the supreme court judge said. 

"If it lfl established that the 
province has the power to 


regulate a particular business 
or trade within t#!t province 
... then the extent of such 
regulation is a matter for the 
Legislature." said Hinkson.

V A N C'OU V I R <CP' 
David Bader, a Vancouver 
businessman who has opposed 
the B.C. government's ban on 
liquor and tobacco advertis¬ 
ing, said Friday he will press 
the government to begin en- 
forejpg the law. 

"The legislation !* still 
■illy." Bader said after hear¬ 
ing that the B.C. Supreme 
Court had upheld the legisla¬ 
tion. 

Bader said he will make ap¬ 
plication next week to have 
writs issued against business 
fiyn.s and magazines he 
claims have violated the law 
Among Bader's targets are 
Time Magazine. B.C. Femes. 
Maclean's magnzine. Satur¬ 
day Night and Kripps United 
Pharmacy, owned by Social 
Credit MLA Agnes Kripps. 
Bader's attempts to have 
writs issued against the firms 
had been held in limbo while 
the test case was pending.

He also rejected submis¬ 
sions that the legislation in¬ 
terfered with the rights of fe¬ 
derally Incorporated compa- 
nies to carry on business in 
the province. 

"The act indicates that the 
Legislature considers adver¬ 
tising of tobacco products is 
employed to induce people to 
acquire tobacco products. It is 
part of the business of selling 
tobacco products generally. 

"What the legislation does 
Is to regulute the selling of 
to*>aooo products within the 
province to the extent that 
this aspect of their sale is not 
permitted. 

"The product itself may 
still be freely sold, but the in¬ 
ducement to such sale by 
means ol advertising is prohi¬ 
bited." 

Hinkson added that the fact 
that advertising is prohibited 
"does not appear to lie fatal" 
to the validity r>f the provin¬ 
cial legislation, since the laws 
merely regulate a single 
aspect of the tobacco trade. 

"In my view the prohibitions 
of tiie liquor act are directed 
against the advertising of li¬ 
quor for sale within the prov¬ 
ince. The statute does not pro¬ 
hibit j>eople from going 
beyond the limits of B.C. for 
the purpose of purchasing li¬ 
quor. Nor does the statute 
prohibit the sending into B.C. 
from abiond of newspapers 
and journals containing adver¬ 
tisements in respect of liquor; 
nor does it prohibit any com¬ 
munication with British Co-

Construction workers won't, 
picket sites where they/nave 
beeen locked out by th^/Con¬ 
struction Labor Relatiqn* As¬ 
sociation because thej 
to do as little damag 
economy as possible, 
epokesman said Frids 
The association lockout 
scent into effect on schedule 
at 4:30 p.m. Friday, but the 
union spokesman, Ed Fay, 
secretary of the B.C.-Yukon 
Building Trades Council, said 
that at 5 p.m. not All firms 


had complied with the lockout 
order. 

Fay said he would not know 
until Monday or Tuesday ex¬ 
actly Whifch firms had locked 
out workers and which hadn’t, 
but reports reaching his Van¬ 
couver /office indicated that 
even some member firms of 
the CL^A had not. 

Independent contrac¬ 
tors had signed their own in¬ 
terim contracts with the 
unions and were not Involved 
In the lockout, either, he said. 

The council, which repre¬ 
sents 18 building trades 
unions throughout tha prov¬ 


ince, had decided not to pic¬ 
ket the construction sites 
from which they were locked 
out unless efforts were made 
to get the work done by other 
personnel, Fay said. 

Pickets would be set up 
only if a contracting firm 
tried to bring in non-union 
labor, or if an owner tried to 
do the work himself or get 
other employees to do it. 

The council did not want to 
put out of work men from 
other unions who work at 
other jobs In plants where 
there might also be construc¬ 
tion going on, Fay said. 


The other unions, such as 
pulp workers and oil workers, 
had told the council their 
members would not do any 
construction work during the 
period of the lockout. 

Fay said negotiations would 
resume between some trades 
and the 840-member CLRA 
next week, and he was hope¬ 
ful some progress would be 
made. 

The council wanted to con¬ 
tinue direct negotiations with 
the CLRA and.not go to arbi¬ 
tration. he said. At the 
present time, therefore, it 
would reject Premier Ben¬ 


nett’s offer to act as a direct 
arbitrator in the dispute. 

The reason the council pre¬ 
ferred to continue the direct 
negotiations was that the 
CLRA was familiar with the 
entire situation, and the 
unions had worked three 
months to get the negotiations 
to the point where they now 
are. he said. /

troops in a broad attacking front shattered South 
Vietnam's northernmost defence line Friday and 
drove a wedge between the northernmost provin¬ 
cial capital of Quang Tri and its nearby combat base 
this morning, threatening the city itself.

Canadian Forum said the 
agency would also have 
powers to block foreign in¬ 
vestment which contributed 
nothing to the Canadian econ¬ 
omy. and to negotiate with 
foreign 'firms to insist upon 
processing raw materials in 
Canada. 

The agency would also have 
the power to bargain with 
foreign investors on research 
development and rational¬ 
ization, the document said. 


Quake Traced / 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Tremors from a strong earth¬ 
quake In the South Pacific's 
Solomon Islands were re¬ 
corded here Friday evening, 
the national earthquake infor¬ 
mation centre reported. 


UPI Correspondent Donald 
Davis, reporting from the 
northern military head- 
quarters at Da Nang, said a 
Communist tank column cut 
off the base, surrounding a 
South Vietnamese marine de¬ 
tachment. during an attack on 
the Quang Tri bridge. Just 
south *sf the city along High- 
_»»)■ 1. 

Earlier. a separate armored 
force advanced to within 10 
nules of the ancient material 
capital of Hue after overrun¬ 
ning Dung Ha bastion, eighi 
miles north of Quanc Tri. ami 
surrounding the provincial 
capital 

Davis quoted military 
sources as saying the Commu¬ 
nist force attacking near 
Quan^ Tri pulled back from 
the bridge and at dawn liegitn 
fresh shelling attack* in the 
area. North Vietnamese funks 
and artillery hit the city, ap¬ 
parently to keep defender* In¬ 
side pinned down, they said. 

Four divisions of commu¬ 
nists — 40.000 men at hill 
strength —laid siege to tiie 
northern provincial capital of 
Quang Tri. 18 miles south of 
the demilitarized zone and 
sent South Vietnamese fleeing 
from two key brute* guarding 
Hue the country s third larg¬ 
est city. 

The two out(iosts abandoned 
early today were artillery 
liase BaMopne nine miles 
southwest of Hue. and the 
nearby fTierkmate defensive 
Iwuse Only one base. Bir¬ 
mingham, lay between the ad¬ 
vancing columns of North 
Vietnamese and the ancient 
imperial capital, which was 
held by communist forces for 
24 days during flic 1%# Te! of¬ 
fensive. Hue is 33 miles south 
ol Quang Tri. 

UPI correspondent Stewart 
Kellerman said that as of 
dawn today there had lieen no 
communist move made at 
Hue itself. 

AmericAn warplanes pound- 
ed Baatogne and Checkmate 
early today in an attempt to 
destroy abandoned govern¬ 
ment weapons, gas and am¬ 
munition. 

U. 8. Air Force B-!>2 
bomber* flew 15 raids Fri 
day to blunt the communist 
advance to the north around 
Quang Tri. then turned early 
today to the area southwest of 
Hue. Helicopter crashes were 
making up mod of the cur¬ 
rent U.S. casualties in Viet¬ 
nam. ■’ tr 

UPI correspondent Chad 
Huntley in Hue said the 
bombing was so heavy that 
ground shocks can be felt in 
the city. 

The North Vietnamese 
thrusts that opened the flth 
week of their offensive began 
first against Quang Tri. tlieir 
infantry columns advancing 
south behind a force of 100 
tanks. The columns overran 
the Dong Ha bastion north of 
Quang Tri and by Friday af¬ 
ternoon had surrounded and

EDMONTON <CP> - Con¬ 
struction will start this sum¬ 
mer on a $70 million to $100 

million all-weather highway 
to the Arctic Ocean. Prime 
Minister Trudeau said Friday 
night. 

He to’d a public meeting 
that when finished, the road 
will stretch 1.050 miles from 
the Alberta-Norlhw-est Terri¬ 
tories birder to Tuktoyaktuk. 
N.W.T. 

Hieres already a 296-mfle 
stretch of highway fr»*n the 
Alberta border to Fort Simp¬ 
son. 

"Tliis road has been a 
dream until now." he said. 
"Its length — some 1,000 
mile* north of 60 degrees — 
and its cost, between $70 mil¬ 
lion ahd $100 millkm, have aj> 
peurod as overwhelming ob¬ 
stacles. 

"The lieneflts to be gained 

are now so obvious, however, 
ami the prospects so encour¬ 
aging. that I am able to an¬ 
nounce tonii»ht Hint the gov¬ 
ernment will begin building 
this highway this summer." 

Initially, work will start at 
Imivik and Fort Simpson and 
proceed north and south si¬ 
multaneously. 

Survey work "win get un¬ 
der way shortly" and win be 
finished before the end of the 

year. 

Tiie route would be careful¬ 
ly selected so that It would be 
of use if oil or gas pipelines 
"Ik* built along the Mackenzie 

Valley." 

"It will be built ahead of 
any pi| *>line* and will there¬ 
fore offer considerable cost 
savings to them during the 
- construction period. 

"For this reason, the gov¬ 
ernment intends to recover 
some of the highway construc¬ 
tion costs from the pipeline 
companies." 

He did not elaborate on the 
pipeline companies’ Involve¬ 
ment. 

The road Is part of a pro¬ 
posed oil-gas-highw'ay corri¬ 
dor which Trudeau estimated 
would cost about $10 billion. 

The road would "bring an 
end to the isolation ... of the 
communities along the Mac¬ 
kenzie River.”

gees on Highway 1 between 
Quang Tri and Hue. They 
were fleeing south toward Hue 
from Quang Tri. , 

Fifteen waves of B-52 
bombers and shelling by U.S.

halt the North Vietnamese 
advance on Quang Tri. By 
Friday night, the North Viet¬ 
namese column had penetrat¬ 
ed eight miles south of Quang 
Tri and 25 miles south of the 
zone. 


Chabot said he was keeping 
a careful watch over the situ¬ 
ation, but could not comment 
on the possibility of govern¬ 
ment intervention in the fore¬ 
seeable future.

Rut, in all probability, no 
action will be taken during 
the next week he said.

Fay said the main job of tht 
council now would be to find 
other jobs for as many of the 
locked-out men as possible. 
Some of them could probably 
find jobs with contractors who 
are not members of the 
CLRA; others may find them 
out of the province, particu¬ 
larly in Alberta where the 
coming of good weather is 
opening up new jobs. 

Although there have been 
estimates that as many as 
30,000 workers could be idled 
in the lockout, Fay said he 
believed that after jobs had 
been found for as many as 
possible, probably only about 
12,000 would be out of work. 

The last major shutdown of 
the construction Industry oc¬ 
curred in the summer of 1970 
when the entire industry was 
closed for three months.

Wish I knew who told you 
' that you had “degenerating” 
arthritis. If that was ft medl- 
i cal diagnosis, then the word 
1 wa* "degenerative.” .And the 
Implication is quite different. 

There are many form* of 
arthritis, but the two principal 
ones are rheumatoid arthritis, 
which is a violent, inflamma¬ 
tory type and needs expert 

care (sometimes in a hospi¬ 
tal). and “degenerative joint 
disease." also known a* o*- 
i teoarthritis. 

Rheumatoid arthritis l* the 
[ type that doe* the terrible 

; crippling. That * why expert 

■ and immediate treatment is 

necessary.

Degenerative joint disease, 
instead of being an acute in¬ 
flammatory disease, is a 
gradual thing, often railed the 
"wear and tear" type of ar¬ 
thritis. 

The joint* have degenerat¬ 
ed. become stiffer. the bone 
end's have changed shape. It's 
painful, but with reasonable 
rare It does not cripple the 
patient severely. 

There are various medica¬ 
tion* to relieve pain, hut other 
than aspirin most of them are 


prescription items, so you'll 
have to get your doctor to 
select the one that doe* the 
best job for you. Whether the j 
pain is in the hip, the spine, 
the knees or somewhere else 
isn't of special significance. , 
You don’t choose a special 
drug for some particular part i 
of the body. 

However, that’s only part of 
the job. With degenerative 
.joint disease it is important to 
relieve the painful joint* of 
excessive strain (which would 
damage them further), but it. • 
is also important to keep 
them mobile. That is. they 
need movement so they will 
remain flexible and not 
"freeze.” 

I urge you to have your doc¬ 
tor make a definite diagnosis 
of what kind of arthritis you 
have; at the earn* time he 
can advise you on medica¬ 
tions.

Meir Ready for Romanian Visit 


Sadat Prods Kremlin for Arms 


From UPI 

Egyptian president Anwar 
Sadat met Friday in Moscow 
with Communist party leader 
Leonid Brezhnev and Premier 
Alexei Kosygin. Arab sources 
said Sadat was seeking more 
military *id, including offen¬ 
sive weapons, to back up his 
new pledge to recapture 
Israeli-occupied territory be- 
for next April. 

While both governments 
maintained silence. Romanian 
d'rVxnats said Israeli Prime 
Minister Golda Meir will pay 
a three-day official visit to 
Bucharest starting Wednes¬ 
day. The visit will be the first 
by an. Israeli chief executive 
to any Communist state. 

Mrs. Meir is making the 
visit at the invitation of Ro¬ 
manian Premier Lon Gh- 
eorghe Maurer who paid of¬ 
ficial visits to Egypt. Algeria 
and the Sudan earlier this 
month and then sent Deputy 
Foreign Minister Georgieu 
Macavescu to Jerusalem for 
talks with Israeli officials. 

The Romanian diplomats in 
Vienna said the Bucharest 
talks would deal mainly with 
bilateral relations. But they 
said the Middle East conflict 
also will be discussed. 

Mrs. Meir has said that she 
"welcomed” Romanian at¬ 
tempts to mediate a peace 
settlement. However. the 
Israeli newspaper Ma’am- 
said Friday that Romania is 
unwilling to accepi the role of 
mediator but is wlJing to pass 
on messages between the two 
sides. 

The Israeli officials in Tel 
Aviv said they were studying 
a n “unofficial" proposal 
made by UN Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim to 


convene a Middle East peace 
conference with Israel, Egypt, 
Syria and Jordan. 

"A lot of people are trying 
to help break the stalemate 
but I don’t think anything will 


come of this before the sum¬ 
mit meeting in Moscow." one 
foreign ministry official said. 

The official said Waldheim 
suggested a peace conference 
to Israel’s UN ambassador in 


New York. Yosef Tekoah, but 
said "I wouldn't exactly call 
this a new move on the secre¬ 
tary-general's part, but rather 
new thoughts.” 

In New York, the United Na¬ 


tions announced that special 
peace envoy Gunnar Jarring 
would arrive there Monday 
for talks with Waldheim on 
the "future direction” of his 
mission.

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Scrambled Thoughts 


<T*HAT EXTERNAL AFFAIRS MINISTER 
A Mitchell Sharp, who is not only number two 
man in the cabinet but also Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau’s senior English-speaking lieutenant, should 
pick national unity as the major issue in the "forth¬ 
coming” federal election is nothing less than as¬ 
tonishing. 

Most Canadians would be Inclined to pick any 
of half-a-dozen other national problems as being 
more important on which to fight an election at 
this time. Such matters as unemployment, Infla¬ 
tion, industrial unrest, foreign ownership, pollu¬ 
tion, trade, taxation and general government ef¬ 
ficiency, to name a few, surely must take priority 
on the basis of public need alone over the still 
somewhat nebulous question of Canadian unity. 

As might well be recalled, the Trudeau party 
fought the last election on national unity through 
the use of a largely contrived but nevertheless per¬ 
suasive campaign designed to show the voters that 
the LiberaLs were the only party which would or 
could hold Canada together as one nation. 


The campaign was enormously successful inas¬ 
much as it was aided and abetted by a tangle- 
tongued Conservative leader who just couldn’t get 
his ideas across to the public. 

However, that was four years ago and much 
has happened since then. In that time the Liberal 
government, for all its boasts about national one¬ 
ness has done little to demonstrate either its ability 
or desire to strengthen Canadian unity. Indeed, if 
anything, the situation has worsened. 

And in that time the Conservative Party has 
emerged as a responsible, credible and even de¬ 
sirable alternative to the present government. 

With its record of non-accomplishment in the 
field of national unity, the average Canadian might 
well think that it would be a subject to be avoided 
by the Liberal administration rather than touted 
as a major election issue. 

It appears that though Mr. Stanfield has succ¬ 
eeded in untangling his tongue. Mr. Sharp still 
has problems in unscrambling his thoughts. 


Efficient Transportation 


M AYOR PETER POLLEN has called automo¬ 
biles “the least efficient transportation sys¬ 
tem.” One might be surprised that a car dealer 
would be so unkind to cars, except that to a ma/or 
the automobile represents no end of expensive 
problems. Even so, cars, buses and rail vehicles are 
efficient and Inefficient in different ways — and if 
cars did not seem most efficient to their drivers, 
they would not still be in the ascendancy and other 
forms of urban transportation generally in a de¬ 
cline. The use of public transportation in North 
America dropped by 6.9 per cent last year. 

A bus is efficient in that it takes up only as 
much road space as a couple of cars, to carry — if 
it is well patronized — perhaps as much as 90 times 
as many persons. It is not nearly as effieient in this 
respect as human feet, but it can move faster. 

Almost like the feet, however, the automobile 
is miles ahead of the bus or its rail equivalent in ef¬ 
ficiency of some other kinds. 

The car is ready to go — most of the time — 
when the driver is. It involves no waiting in wind or 
rain or snow, and its route can be changed at a 
whim. On shorter urban runs the car may be more 
economical than the has, especially if it carries two 
or more persons. Most cars will go six miles or 
more on a 25-cent bus fare's worth of gasoline. 

Furthermore the ear is usually more comfort¬ 
able. It’s private — and there are some breakfast- 
table conversations people wouldn’t want to con¬ 
tinue on a bus. It can accumulate parcels and 
packages and tote them around without bother. 

Mayor Pollen appears to think that an im¬ 
proved public transit system supported by half of 
the province's gasoline tax in the region would take 
people out of their cars and put them in buses. The 
number of ears would decrease as the system was 
improved, he says; this would reduce the gasoline 


tax revenue but at the same time, revenues from 
passengers would increase. 

The indications from almost everywhere are 
that the mayor Is dreaming, unless he has other 
measures in mind. The worst of civic parking and 
driving problems have not persuaded motorists to 
forsake their cars In many cities. The only consola¬ 
tion may be that the car "population" is approach¬ 
ing the saturation point: when there is a vehicle for 
everyone who can qualify a$ a driver, the rate of 
Increase in ears on the street surely must fall off.

Lakes. Only eight Mud Lakes, compared with Min¬ 
nesota's 91. But two Stinking Lakes. 

The point of all this is that It might be a good 
Idea if provinces and states were to try systemat¬ 
ically to rename some of their physical features, so 
that if a man tells a friend he is going to Canyon 
Creek — 24 of them in B.C. — the friend knows 
where to look for him. 

If he says Petlushkwohap Mountain, or Skilk- 
wakult Mountain —- both in this province — there's 
no doubt. Just, perhaps, a little mnemonic dif¬ 
ficulty.

The Argentine Guerrilla Onslaught 


JKJOWHERE in the world. 
IN with the exception of 
Vietnam, are guerrillas as ac¬ 
tive today as they are in Ar¬ 
gentina. For several years 
they have been quickening the 
rhythm of their attacks on pr>- 
lire stations, hank*, army out¬ 
post* and civilians represent¬ 
ing force* they dislike. This 
month they struck harder 
than ever before, machine- 
gunning in broad daylight 
their fiercest oiponent. Juan 
Carlo* Sanchez, commander 
of the Rosario garrison. 

★ * ★ 

Within hours, while the na¬ 
tion was still reeling from tha 
shock, they struck again, kill¬ 
ing Oberdan Sallustm, Fiat's 
top man in Argentina whom 
they had kklnapped three 
weeks earlier. The govern¬ 
ment was caught off balance 
by the fury of the guerrilla 
onslaught, which came only 
days after violent noting in 
the prosperous, normally pla¬ 
cid Andean town of Mendoza. 

Who are the guerrillas and 
what are their objectives? 
Some of them are professional 
revolutionaries, trained in 
Cuba. China. North Korea or 
the Soviet Union. But the bulk 
of the rank and file, as well 
as some of the more danng 
and imaginative leaders, are 
young Argentines of upper 
middle class families, well 
educated and with few eco¬ 
nomic problems, who have 
learned their trade in their 
own country and are far too 
nationalistic to accept orders 
from abroad. 

These young people, many 
of whom are devout Roman 
Catholics, are appalled by the 
continuing gulf that separates 
rich and poor, and their pride 
is stung by Argentina's minor 
and riejindent - a frequently 
used word — place in the 
world. They regard the armed 
forces as little more than 
mercenaries in the pay of the 
Pentagon, and despise the na¬ 
tion's business community as 
being mere frontmen for the 
multi-national corporations. 
All these, they believe, are 
striving to keep Argentina an 
economic colony. 

★ ★ ★ 

The urban guerrilla group 
currently making the running 
is the Ejercito Revolucion- 
airio del Pueble (ERP — Peo¬ 
ple's Revolutionary Army) 
which, together with the Fuer- 
zas Armadas Revolucionarias 
(FAR — Revolutionary 
Armed Forces) ambushed 
and killed General Sanchez. 

For the kidnapping and 
murder of Sallustro the ERP 
claims sole responsibility. The

ERP. which first appeared on 
the scene on April 16. 1970. 
adheres to tip Trotskyite 
Fourth International. 

The ERP has been most ac¬ 
tive in Rosario. Argentina * 
second city, although it did 
carry out a spectacular hank 
robbery a few blocks from 
Government House tn Buenos 
Aires at the beginning of this 
year. It was in Rosario that it 
kidnapt>ed the honorary Brit¬ 
ish consul. .Stanley Sylvester, 
nearly a year ago. It was also 
in Rneano that it suffered the 
hardest pressure from the 
army under General Sanchez, 
who on one occasion boasted 
he had rounded up 85 per cent 
of the terrorists operating kn 
his zone. 

The frequent bnitaMty of

Whenever it gives a 
secret press conference it 
makes sure the walls are de¬ 
corated rot only with pictures 
of Che Guevara (himself 
an Argentine) and their own 
slogans, but also with por¬ 
traits of General San Martin, 
the liberator, who is as re¬ 
vered here as is George 
Washington in the United 


Today 
In History

The little coal-mining vil¬ 
lage of Frank, Alta., was obli¬ 
terated 69 years ago today — 
in 1903 — when an estimated 
70 million tons of rock 
crashed down in a landslide 
from Turtle Mountain above 
the village. Only a handful of 
persons survived and 66 
perished when slabs as big as 
houses fell 7,000 feet. The 
slide was estimated at 500 
feet deep, 4,000 feet wide.

More genuinely Peronlst 
are the Montoneros. who 
burst into headlines around 
the world in 1970 when they 
murdered former provisional 
president Pedro Eugenio 
Aramburu, the man who 
overthrew Peron and was in 
{tower when many Peromst* 
died before firing squads. The 
Aramburu affair led directly 
to the overthrow of General 
Juan Caroloe Ongania whom 
General Alejandro Lanuase 
(then army commander and 
now president) replaced as 
president by General Roberto 
levins ton Many Montoneros 
were later captured by the 
police or died in bloody gun- 
battles. 

On the fringe of their move¬ 
ment were several Third 
World priests, who maintain 
Christianity is i m possible 
without social Justice. The 
Montoneros — who took their 
name from the mounted guer¬ 
rillas of the 19th century - of¬ 
fered to exchange Aram- 
buru’s corpse for that of Eva 
Peron, which had been spirit¬ 
ed away by Aramburu and 
buried under a falsa name In 
Italy. Later President La- 
musse returned it to Peron in 
Madrid. 

As the Montoneros wilted 
before the security forces, 
their place was taken by more 
orthodox left-wing units. In 
the last few years a bewilder¬ 
ing variety of organizations 
has sprung up, some content¬ 
ing themselves with a single 
action. Most of them have 
names containing the words 
■ people, revolutionary* army, 
front, movement, guerrilla, 
national or force” in different 
permutations. Some attach 
“Peronist” as well, but as 
long as the elections seem li¬ 
kely to be held, these are ex¬ 
pected to be less in evidence. 

★ ★ ★ 

Apart from the ERP and 
the Montoneros, the most 
prominent guerrilla groups 
today are the Frente Argen¬ 
tine de Liberation (FAL — 
Argentine Liberation Front), 
the Fuerzas Armadas Peron- 
istas (FAP — Peronist Armed 
Forces), and the FAR. The 
FAL irrupted in 1966, pro¬ 
claiming itself anti-army, pro- 
Cuba and nationalist “tending 
towards internationalist.’' It 
was bom in response to the 
Che Guevara’s call for “not 
one, but many Vletnams” and 
its greatest day came in 
March 1970 when it kidnapped 
Paraguayan Consul W ai¬ 
de mar Sanchez during a visit 
to Buenos Aires by Para¬ 
guayan dictator General Al¬ 
fredo Stroessner. President 
Ongania’s blank refusal to ne¬ 
gotiate set the pattern for all 
subsequent government deal¬ 
ings with the terrorist groups. 
The FAL has never recovered 
from fbe blow dealt them 'by 
the Mendoza police in October 
1970, when 12 guerrillas Were 
captured along with a sizeable 
arsenal. / 

The FAP has Sometimes 
been identified wit ji the Mon¬ 
toneros, but has carried out 
enough independent actions to 
be regarded as a distinct 
group. It was formed after 
the last, disastrous attempt to 
foment guerrilla warfars In 
the countryside In accordance 
with the classic Maoist and 
Guevarist recipe. After taking 
to the hills of the mountainous 
northwest near the Bolivian 


and Chilean borders, the 
hungry and weary revolu¬ 
tionaries were mopped up be¬ 
fore they had time to es¬ 
tablish a base camp. The 
FAP has made full use of the 
opportunities offered by 
urban guerrilla warfare, at¬ 
tacking police stations and 
l>anka. It it fulsomrty Peron¬ 
ist in rhetoric 

The FAR. which formed « 
Joint commando with the ERP 
to slay General .Sanchez, at 
first completely identified it¬ 
self with Che Guevara. It 
sprang Into the forefront in 
July 1970 when its guerrillas 
took over the township of 
Garin, near Buenos Aires, for 
a few hours. They fought, 
their communique said, like 
Che Guevara "from a deep 
feeling of love for man and 
life” and proved unique 
among terrorists by apologiz¬ 
ing for any inconvenience 
their activities caused the 
people. 

★ ★ ★ 

In March 1971 they attacked 
an army truck, getting away 
with a large quantity of arms 
after killing a lieutenant 
Shocked by having one of 
their mea die in action, the 
armed forces asked, and got, 
sterner anti-guemlla legisla¬ 
tion passed by the govern¬ 
ment. The FAR's political co¬ 
loring has changed slightly 
since its debut, and it now 
counts itself as Peronist. 

As Argentina is a military 
dictatorship the guerrillas 
enjoy a fair amount of sympa¬ 
thy among tho general public, 
and have collected many fer¬ 
vent supporters from Peronist 
and New Left politicians. 
They are also backed from 
the pulpit by a number of 
Third World churchmen — 
much to the surprise erf their 
congregations, who had been 
accustomed to see the Roman 
Catholic Church as an arm of 
the establishment. Middle-of- 
the-road politicians are also 
careful to condemn violence 
in general rather than guerril¬ 
la violence in particular. They 
blame the armed forces for 
the guerrilla offensive, as the 
army, they insist, has always 
demonstrated that the best 
way to get power is to use 
force. 

Army chiefs claim, uncon¬ 
vincingly, that all the terror¬ 
ist groups are merely urjits of 
a world-wide conspiracy 
directed in Moscow, Peking or 
Havana. But while Castro, a 
fellow Latin American, is ad¬ 
mired by most guerrillas, 
they are far too nationalistic 
to be faithful followers of any 
foreign party apparatus. They 
regard themselves as continu¬ 
ing the Latin American tra¬ 
dition of struggle against the 
imperialists’ front men in the 
presidential palace. 

★ ★ ★ 

Their general strategy aims 
at goading the military into 
setting up a really oppressive 
dictatorship, which would, 
they hope, unite a great ma¬ 
jority of the people around 
their banners. So far their 
strategy has misfired. Gener¬ 
al Lanusse'g decision to hand 
power to a civilian govern¬ 
ment after elections in 1973 
was largely motivated by Ws 
awareness that , military rule 
helped terrorism. Should an 
elected government take over, 
he believes, terrorism would 
wither away. This is what 
many guerrilla chieftains 
fear, and their new offensive 
Is designed to spark a coup by 
authoritarian military fac¬ 
tions, who look towards Brazil 
with undisguised admiration. 
There are certainly many 
army officers prepared to 
play their allotted part in the 
guerrilla scenario — the lata 
General Sanchez was one — 
and in recent weeks they 
have been sorely provoked. 
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Why? Because they’re not only easy on 
the eye, they’re easy to live with.

A tie vote on the budget for 
his own office appeared to 
substantiate claims that 
Brandt no longer has power to 
govern. Talk of new elections 
became even more fevrred 
and was heard in ail political 
factions. The setback came 
one day after Brandt narrow¬ 
ly squeaked through a vote of 
no confidence. It *was less 
than a week before his con¬ 
troversial treaty with the So¬ 
viet Union comes up for ratifi¬ 
cation. 

The adverse vote means the 
budget as a whole will have to 
go through a third reading, 
hut it was not clear when.

BELFAST, Northern Ire¬ 
land fUPIl — Two booby- 
trapped cars blew up in busy 
shopping centers of Belfast 
and Newry Friday, injuring 15 
civilians and five policemen 
trying to clear the areas be¬ 
fore the bombs went off. 

The explosions also caused 
heavy damage to cars, shops 
and buildings along main 
thoroughfares here and in 
Newry, 33 miles to the south¬ 
west. 

Police reported bomb at¬ 
tacks on Northern Ireland 
customs posts at Belcoo and 
Bclleek on the County Fer¬ 
managh border with the Irish 
Repui-lic to the south. They 
said toe attackers took along 
a customs official at Belcoo 
as a hostage before releasing 
him unharmed at the border. 

Roman Catholics, mean¬ 
time. evacuated women and 
children from a tiny enclave 
in East Belfast in the waka of 
the second successive day of 
raids by Protestant youths 
who clashed Thursday night 
with police and CathoHc de¬ 
fenders. 

At /the height of the rioting 
in the Shortstrand-Mount Pot- 
tinEer district which lasted 
seven hours, angry Protes¬ 
ta rfls chased reporters annd 
photographers with shouts of 
"bloody Kennedyites," a ref¬ 
erence to the attacks on Brit¬ 
ish policy in Northern Ireland 
by U.S. Senator Edward Ken¬ 
nedy (D—Mass.). 

Police reported two police¬ 


men and seven civilians wer* 
injured In the explosion of a 
bomb planted in a stolen car 
parked on King Street, main 
shopping centre of the Catho¬ 
lic Lower Falls district of Bel¬ 
fast. One policeman suffered 
fractures of both arm* A ci¬ 
vilian was stricken with a 
heart attack. 

In Newry, a car carrying an 
estimated 40-pound bomb 
blew up 15 minutes after an 


anonymous telephone caller 
warned It would explode in 30 
minutes, police said. The 
blast injured the policeman 
and eight shoppers on Kildare 
Street, and damaged 30 build¬ 
ings and eight cars. 

Police said there was no 
warning in Belfast but a po¬ 
lice officer spotted the bomb¬ 
laden car In time for most 
shoppers in the area to be 
warned away. 


The blast destroyed a paint 
shop and a decorator’s shop 
and smashed show windows 
and fronts along a two block 
stretch of King Street.

Seasons Plans Chopped 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Four Season* 
Hotels Ltd., In a preliminaiy prospectus on a 
$400,000 convertible share issue, states that a 
$30 million residential development will be 
started at Vancouver’s Goal Harbor in Sep¬ 
tember. / 

The prospectus states that a 400-robm 
hotel has been eliminated from the p^ans, 
reducing the project from a $40 million prop¬ 
osition to $30 million. 

The hotel was to be located on the block 
next to Stanley Park. 

Following years of controversy, the feder¬ 
al government announced earlier this year 
that it would not turn over the final portion 
of land necessary for the development — the 
foot of Gilford Street. 

Under the revised plan, the block next to t 
the park and the Gilford Street end would not 
be necessary. 


On the block between West Georgia and 
the water and between Gilford and Denman 
streets, Four Seasons now proposes to con¬ 
struct three 33-storey apartment towers, 
three low-rise apartment buildings, commer¬ 
cial facilities and L marina. The development 
would feature 1,500 living units. 

The proepectas states that the first phase, 
everything except two of the towers, would 
be constructed/between this year and 1974. 
The final two towers would be built starting 
lry 1975. /

Planning director Gill Graham aaid Fri¬ 
day the soiling permitting the Four Seasons 
project requires the company to assemble 
both blocks and the foot of Gilford Street 
before a development permit can be issued.

Pharmacists Look Toward Consumers 


British Columbia's phar¬ 
macists are working on a 
major rewriting of policies 
that, among other things, 
would permit consumer repre¬ 
sentation on their governing 
body. 

Leroy Fevang of Van¬ 
couver, registrar of the B.C. 


Pharmaceutical Association, 
said the legislation under 
which pharmacists operate is 
being amended. If the propos¬ 
als are accepted by govern¬ 
ment, they could go before 
the 1973 sitting of the Legisla¬ 
ture. 

In addition to changes in' 


the B.C. Pharmacy Act and 
its regulations, the bylaws of 
the association are being 
rewritten. 

He said the idea of having 
consumers represented is one 
of the public’s expectations of 
all professional groups. If the 
idea is accepted by the Legis-

lature, the pharmacists will 
be one of the first such profes¬ 
sional organizations in B.C. to 
have members of the public 
involved in decision-making. 

There are 1,550 licensed 
pharmacists in B.C., most of 
whom are involved in the 
province’s 453 retail phar¬ 
macies. There are 106 phar¬ 
macists practising in hospi¬ 
tals. 

Another proposed amend¬ 
ment involves the require¬ 
ment that pharm. cies be 
owned by a licepsed phar¬ 
macist. 

“This was very difficult to 
implement. 1 ’ said Fevang. 
“We are throwing this clause 


open and putting greater re¬ 
sponsibility on the boards of 
directors of a pharmacy. The 
new requirement would be 
that a majority of them be 
licensed.” 

“There Is a concern that 
you could get a non-phar¬ 
macist owning a pharmacy 
who could direct employees to 
do things that would be 
against principles of public 
health,” he said. “We want to 
resolve that problem because 
public protection is para¬ 
mount.” 

Another proposal is to 
change the name of the asso¬ 
ciation to a College of Phar¬ 
macists, which Fevang said 


would be in line with tha 
practice of the medical and 
dental professions. 

In addition, the pharmaceu¬ 
tical association wants an up¬ 
dating of pharmacists who re¬ 
turn to practice after several 
years in retirement. 

As a result, it is proposing 
that pharmacists coming out 
of retirement write an exami¬ 
nation, which they would have 


to pass before getting their li¬ 
cences back. 

“If this were not done, it 
could be quite a hazard to the 
public because there is tre¬ 
mendous technological change 
in pharmacy,” said Fevang. 

The annual meeting of the 
association in June will give 
final approval to the changes, 
which later will be forwarded 
to the government._

Shiny Plates Tell 
Locomotive Tales

When th# Russian army in¬ 
vaded Czechoslovakia, the 
Czechs protested In a variety 
of ways, and ona of them was 
stealing the builders’ plates 
frusn loco moth'es. 

Two of these plates have 
found their way into the col- 
leetibn of Carl Nwman. 935 
Cloverdale, Saanich, who has 
more than 500 from almost 
every country where railway 
locomotives are built. 

He got the two Soviet loco¬ 
motive plates in yellow, 
ailver. and red when he came 
across a note in an English 
magazine tor locomotive 
buffs, saying that a Czech 
train dispatcher was interest¬ 
ed in corresponding with any¬ 
one who shared his hobby. 

Unique Souvenirs 

As a result of this corre¬ 
spondence Newman got the 
two unique souvenirs in the 
mail. 

Newman started his hobby 
In 1958 and when he retired as 
a linotype operator for the 
Queen’s Printer in 1968, he 
began to devote an increasing 
amount of time to building his 
collection, which now fills al¬ 
most the entire wall space in 
the basement of his home. 

Newman's father was a lo¬ 
comotive engineer out of Win¬ 
nipeg. so he is naturally most 
Interested in the days of 
steam. 

Builders’ Plates 

The plates he collects are 
not the name plates that are 
often seen on British locomo¬ 
tives but builders’ plates 
showing w'hen and where the 
locomotive In question was 
built.

1949. which he believes to 
l»e the second last steam en¬ 
gine built for the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. 

Cleans , Paints 

The 70-vear-old Newman 
has reconditioned and re fin¬ 
ished most of the plates him¬ 
self. He cleaned them with lye 
or sometimes has them 
sandblasted and then finishes 
them with mat black and gold 
paint 

A company In the German 


city of Kassel supplied loco* 
motive to sugar plantation* in 
the Philippines, and hs now 
has an example from that 

era. 

When the emerging African 
nations needed locomotives, 
the German firm of Krupp 
got an order f»»r steam en¬ 
gines which they built from 
British plum and specif ica- 
tion*. One of these locomo¬ 
tive* was im’oh-ed in a head- 
on cullis**) and its name 
plate is nw- in the Newman 
collection. 

Ground World 

Newman is In constant cor¬ 
respondence with railroad of¬ 
ficials around the world, so 
that he has builders' plates 
from England, Franca, Ger¬ 
many. Austria. Italy. Japan, 
Norway, Sweden. Russia, and 
a good many North American 
manufacturers. 

He has yet to buy a build¬ 
er’s plate, tor because of the 
strong bonds of affection that 
unite train-lovers, they prefer 
to trade or make gifts of 
these interesting items.

The speaker was California 
psychologist Dr Herbert Otto, 
author and researcher in the 
field of the development of 
human potential, at a public 
meeting Friday night in Met¬ 
ropolitan t’nited Church. 

The meeting, and work¬ 
shops tod*y. Sunday and Mon¬ 
day at fit. Mary’s Priory. 
lAnfCford. are Sfmneored by 
GvaSpfe^ Victoria Citizen's 
Counselling Centre, which in 
turn was launched by the 
Greater Victoria Council of 
Churches. 

Much of the counselling 
centre’s work is based on the 
findings of Otto ■ research 

So complex Is the field that 
Otto was able to touch only on 
high spots Friday. 

"The human potentiality hy¬ 
pothesis is still restricted to 
the intellectual elite." he said. 
“This is tragic, because here 
lies a great mesaage of hope 
— hope that as individuals we 
might attain what it is possi¬ 
ble for us to attain.” 

Creativity is a case in point. 
Properly drawn out, individu¬ 
als may discover within them¬ 
selves a talent for art. for 
sculpture, for a ntimler of 
other arts, which they d either 
forgotten since childtuiod or 
nev er known they possessed 

Parapsychology, which in¬ 
cludes ESP or mental tele¬ 
pathy. has a mayor part to 
play In Otto's research — and 
more research is needed, he 
said, on how to tap this field. 

‘Russia is now the leader In 
this area,’’ he said. "ESP is 
accepted there as a fact, not 
just regarded as a fascinating 
possibility. Relatedly. the 
Russians also accept dowsing 
as a fact, and use It constant¬ 
ly to locate metals, as well as 
water. 

"They believe women are 
the best dowsers, able to find 
lead, zinc or gold as much as 
240 feet deep.” 

Otto came out strongly In 


favor of Women's IJb as a 
factor in developing human 
potential. 

A few extremists, he said, 
had created a false picture of 
V omen’s Lib as far-out man- 
haters. 

Rather, he said, enund ad¬ 
vocates of the movement 
knew that women’s potential* 
would never I* tapiwd under 
the present system, under 
which so many of them faced 
job and pay discrimination. 

There Were a number of 
ways. Otto said. In which pr>>- 
ple could develop thHr poten¬ 
tials and create better lives 
for themselves. 

He mentioned famllr 
grmips, and commune*, both 
growing In numbers on this 
continent The best method, 
he thought, was the family 
cluster. 

Here, from three to five 
families could get together, 
each still living in Its own 
home, on a weekly or week¬ 
end basis to sound out prob¬ 
lem* First, however, they 
must meet • *« pe>.«p!e, shar¬ 
ing and caring together They 
must never use the group as a 
mean* of letting out hostili¬ 
ties, for that would defeat the 
whole purpose. 

"There's more need for 
care, and love, in this world 
todav than there ever was.”

Victoria Toy Project Aids Special Children

Could making toys, espe¬ 
cially toys for the physically 
uid mentally handicapped, 
jecome a new Industry in the 
Victoria area? 

Stuart Calder thinks It 
sould, and hopes to show the 
,-alue of such a project this 
iummer. 

Calder said Thursday / he 
lad received word that he 
ind hW group will receive 
(20,000 through the Opportuni¬ 
ties far Youth program for 
their/project which they call 
EFECT — Equipment for Ex¬ 
ceptional Children Today. 


He «aid $5,000 of the money 
comes directly from the OFY 
program, the other $15,000 
from the Shell Corporation. 
The Shell money must be paid 
back if the group begins to 
make money from Its work. 

The summer program will 
provide jobs for 12 students, 
nine from university and 
thiee from hBgh school. The 
university students are ex¬ 
pected to bAgin work within 
the next week. 

One of their first tasks will 
be to find a place to set up 
their toy-making worksliop, 
Calder said. They 
least 5,000 square feet of 


apace, and are hopeful a va¬ 
cant warehouse or other large 
building might be donated. * 

During the summer they 
will be making a large vari¬ 
ety of toys for the han¬ 
dicapped children — and 
adults — at institutions in Vic¬ 
toria, and to a lesser degree 
Vancouver. 

Already they have prepared 
a 36-page catalogue showing 
the many things they are hop¬ 
ing to make. 

The toys are divided Into 
four broad categories, Calder 
said. Indoor toys will include 
varieties of 
rooking horses, arborite 


finger-painting boards, and 
glass-fibre sand tables, made 
In a doverlead design so they 
are easy for children in 
wheelchairs to use. j 

Outdoor toys will foj4n ad¬ 
venture /playgrounds with 
climbing / apparatus, teeter- 
totters especially made for 
the hanaicapi>ed, Atairs for 
the children to practise climb¬ 
ing, and balance beams. 

A section called Leam-by- 
Play will try to teach the chil¬ 
dren familiarity with as many 
b&sic objects and concepts as 
possible. It will include pic¬ 
tures and models of as many 


everyday things as the group 
can find. 

Aa far as. possible, these 

will be textured, so ttie chil¬ 
dren can learn by fee 1 as well 
as by sight. / 

The leam-by-jWay section 
will also include comers 
where the children can lee 
how stores, buses and other i 
community facilities operate' 
and can practise using block 
ones. 

The fourth section will he a 
sensory awareness room 
which, Calder said, will be 
filled with as many''simple 
textures, colors, and shapes as 
possible. It will include ropes 


for the children to walk 
through, balloons to crawl be¬ 
tween. and an absolutely quiet 
comer. 

(Already the community has 
generous in supporting 
ie project, he said. 

Merchants have given all 
sorts of spare and scrap ma¬ 
terials to tiie group, Ancluding 
such varied items As carpet 
remnants and wooded barrels. 

They students ar# still look¬ 
ing for donations, but, Calder 
said, what they /vant is not 
money but just the sort of bits 
and peices pveryone has 
around the house but rarely 
uses. 


For instance, he suggested 
they can make good use of old 
feathers, nails and screws, old 
nylons, garden hose, salt and 
pepper shakers/ and shells 
and rocks. Nearly any old or 
scrap material can be used by 
the group, which will be glad/ 
to pick it up. 

Along with a place to worl 
the other big need of 
group is a truck for the suij 
mer months. The truck 
be used to transport the ma| 
rials to the workshop and 
finished toys back out to the 
instit utions. _ 

The more material* and 
Calder said, the more toys the 
equipment are donated,

"This session, the third that has.gnne down the drain, 
•tarted Thursday at 2 p.m. and werrf on continuously until 


noon Friday. Blue has returned to California. Nothing I can 
see has been accomplished." 

Blue, 1971 American League Cy Young Award winner 
with a 24-8 win-loss record, held out for $92,000. Finley stood 
firm on $50,000. The amount the pitcher is asking represents 
a 300-per cent increase. 

The negotiating session was held in a hotel under tight se¬ 
curity. Blue and his lawyer and Finley and his legal aide. 
William G. Myers, attended along with commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn and baseball's lawyer, Alex Hadden. 

Finley explained the session this way: 

"I made two concessions with the idea that Gerst and 


Blue would Join in a statement to the press what these con¬ 
cessions were. 

"Then after‘spending two hours working out the state¬ 
ment, Gerst went to Blue and notified us they would not 
agree to make the statement as to what the concessions 
were.

"I also offered $5,000 as a bonus for his 1971 perform¬ 
ance. This all amounted to an extra $13,000, making his 1972 
contract worth $63,000. 

"Gerst said if I agreed to these concessions they would 
sign. Then began work on the statement. Then Gerst said 
Blue wouldn’t approve it. And that’s the way we left it. What 
now? I have no idea." 

On March 31, the Athletics put Blue on the restrictel list, 
meaning he was ineligible to play for the first 30 days of the 
season.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ai¬ 
re a d y cuffed by the 
Teamsters Union, television’s 
Archie Bunker has collected 
some new himpe from the 
American Jewish Congress. 

The CBS television series 
All In the Family, in which 
Archie Bunker Is blue-collar 
worker who makes racial and 
ethnic slurs, is “creating a 
new freedom to be offensive,’’ 
says Rabbi J. Lelyveld, pres¬ 
ident of AJC. 


The rabbi said a major sin 
of the television show is that 
“It to teaching our children 

disrespect." 

He said his own children 
have come home from Junior 
high school “with Polack 
Jokes that have been told to 
them by their teachers." 

"If you think for a moment 
about applying the same 
teachnlqes of ridicule, or mer¬ 
ciless satire, to other social 
evils of our time, you would 
think twice about applying 


lampooning Xd laughter to 
bigotry," Rabbi Lelyveld said. 

“There Is nd such thing as a 
harmless bige* any more than 
there Is such a thin g 45 a 
friendy canckr or a benign 
drug pusher o\ a lovable mur¬ 
derer or rapist,*' Rabbi Lely¬ 
veld said Monday In the orga¬ 
nization’s official publication 
Congress bi-Weekly. 

“When policemen are ‘pigs’ 
they are fair game for the 
slaughter." Rabbi Lelyveki 
said. “When Poiacks are 


stupid, subhuman beings, 
when kikes, are shrewd anil 
dag«>s or ve >ps are sly and 
murderours, it is only one step 
from the epithet to contempt, 
and another step to discrim¬ 
ination arid another step to 
persecution and the final to 
the gas chamber and system¬ 
atic extermination." 

Earlier this month. a 
Teamsters union publication 
said workers resent the image 
presented by All In the Fami¬ 
ly.

There might be some ques¬ 
tion as to just why people go 
to movies nowadays but there 
was no question as to why 
they went 50 years ago. They 
went to see their favorite 
stars perform. The play might 
.be good, bad or indifferent 
but, while most people pre¬ 
ferred good plays, this was a 
secondary consideration. 

Most of the movies wer« 
sheer melodrama, of course, 
but the audience loved it. and 
just possibly some melodra¬ 
ma wasn’t too much farther 
from the truth than the so- 
called realism which is inflict¬ 
ed on the public today. 

But the big attraction was 
the stars themselves. And 
usually there was just one or, 
at most, two stars featured in 
b picture. The rest of the

to take an oath that I’d never 
been a communist. 

“Sow I've written a book 
about those times, The Way 
We Were, and written the 
screenplay for a movie ver¬ 
sion.

Raymond Burr's Diet 
Makes Him Groan 


LONDON (UPI) Oh. 
Mr. Burr. ' said tlie lady. 

' I'm ao happy you can walk." 

"I’m happy, too,’ said Ra>- 
nioad Burr whose vast televi¬ 
sion audience spanning 78 
countries generally sees him 
in a wheelchair as the para¬ 
lyzed police chief of Ironside. 

Burr came to Europe for a 
mental refresher before start¬ 
ing filming on a new season of 
Ironside and encounters such 
as the one with the relieved 
London fan have been the rule 
rather than the exception. 

In an era when many stars 
cultivate the boy-next-door 
image Buir is nobody s neigh¬ 
bor. He is a throwback to the 
great days when stars looked 
the role So the impact of his 
massive presence — six-feet- 
two and 260 jiounds on his 
public has been stunning, his 
recognition instant. 

Even In Monte Carlo where 
the famous have always been 
the commonplace and which 
preceded I/Mxion on his Itin¬ 
erary. Burr stopped passer-¬ 
by and workmen in mid-move¬ 
ment. jaws agape. 

Burr blames his bigness on 
a "fiendishly efficient" me¬ 
tabolism that converts every 
ounca of food Into energy or 


fat. "It's total assimilation of 
food." he complained In an in¬ 
terview. "It’s a rare condition 
and ft means if I want to lose 
weight I’ve got to try to live 
on 750 calories a day." 

That's even below concen¬ 
tration camp level but when 
lie’s filming Burr has to diet 
strenuously so that viewers 
don't see him bulkier in one 
TV episode than another. This 
explains why Burr collapsed 
from exhaustion a number of 
times when he was showing 
the legal profession In the 
Perry Mason series how to 
win 300 cases in a row. 

When I'm working," he 
said, "that means from April 
onwards. I eat only one meal 
a day. No breakfast. No 
• groan i lunch. No (sigh) li¬ 
quor." 

While in Monte Carlo Burr 
helped judge the annual 
Monte Carlo international 
television festival. One change 
he has tried to bring about 
In the festival Is for children 
to have a greater part in the 
voting for films entered in 
the children's category. "In 
that way." he said, "the chil¬ 
dren's choice will also have a 
chance of winning the golden 
n>mph <grand prize>." 

Since the Second World 


War, in which he served In 
the Pacific, Burr has ab¬ 
sorbed himself In child wel¬ 
fare partly because of a pri¬ 
vate life almost too tragic for 
reality. 


Osmond Brothers Say 
‘It Gets Very Scary’ 


HOIJ.YWOOD (UPI) — 
Maintaining the fine line be¬ 
tween cordiality and familiar¬ 
ity with fans is a problem for 
all entertainers and athletes. 

But It is a special problem 
for those who achieve the 
idolatry of a whole genera¬ 
tion. such as Frank Sinatra 
did in the 1940s, Elvis Presley 
in the 1950s, the Beatles In the 
1960s and the Osmond 
Brothers in the 1970s. 

The Osmonds, Alan. 22. 
Wayne, 20. Merrill, 18, Jay. 
16, and Donny, 14, at the idols 
of millions of teen-agers. 
Their records have set the 
gold standard for the record¬ 
ing industry in' the current 
decade with five gold records, 
five gold albums. 


Top Five 


At times they have had two 
singles among ihe top five in 
the nation. One recent single, 
One Bad Apple, sold two mil¬ 
lion copies. A record which 
sells a million copies wins the 
performer a gold record. 

"We like to talk to our fans. 
We ask them a lot of ques¬ 
tions because we can learn 
from them," Jay said. Some 
of them are pretty cute, too,” 
Donny observed. 

"But it gets very scary," 
Merrill said. “We’ve had fans 
rlimb over the top of the 
building and down ledges to 
get into the rooms in Boston 
and Miami." 

On the road, Dad almost 
physically locks us in our 
rooms,” Jay said. 

"They come up the fire es¬ 
capes when they can’t get into 
the elevators. They lower 
ropes. We saw some of them 
jump off a balcony. We wxxrry 
that some of them will trip 
and break a leg," Wayne 
said. 

"None of this Is worth It If 
anyone gets hurt," Alan 
Added. 

So far. no one has. either 
fans or the Osmonds, although 
o n one occasion over- 
enthusiastic fans pulled 
Donny off the stage and his 
brothers had to go to his res¬ 
cue. 

There’s a strong barricade 
between the Osmonds and 


their fans at every perform¬ 
ance. "The funny part of It is 
that we are in the leajt 
danger of anyone. If there is 
trouble we get off the stage 
and out of the building. We 
are not going to get hurt but 
we are afraid that some of the 
audience will get crushed," 
Alan said. 

The Osmonds admit they 
enjoy the adulation but still It 
is a relief to return from one 
night stands to Los Angeles 
where the public pays less at¬ 
tention to entertainment cele¬ 
brities. 

Osmond fans send cookies, 
candy and gifts to the 
brothers. Teen-age girls write 
their phone numbers on vehi¬ 
cles and buildings where the 
lirothers may see them, pro¬ 
claiming, I Love Donny, or I 
Love Jay. 

"We’ve had girls send us 

their mothers’ wedding rings. 
We’ve gotten cheques for $100 
and $500. We sent them back 
with thanks," Alan said. 

Many of the trinket items 
and much of the food is 
turned over to local police de¬ 
partments for distribution to 
deprived children. 

On the road, the Osmonds’ 
schedule calls for rehearsals 
and three hours ot daily 
school work along with their 
travel and performances. 

Nine Children 

The three oldest brothers 
are taking college courses by 
correspondence. The younger 
two have a tutor for high 
school classes. All are major¬ 
ing in music and business but 
Jay also is taking law 
courses. 

In addition to their school 
work, Donny Is interested In 
electronics, Wayne is a li¬ 
censed pilot, Alan and Merrill 
are amateur photographers, 
Jay likes football. 

The Osmond brothers were 


born In Ogden, Utah, 
members of a family of nine 
children. Their father was a 
real estate and insurance 
broker. Their mother, who 
plays saxophone, gave them 
music lessons and they 
learned to sing In Mormon 
churches. Their first profes¬ 
sional [lerformance was at a 
cousin's wedding, where Alan, 
Wayne, Merrill and Jay sang 
as a barbershop quartet. 

When Jay was 4. the family 
came to Los Angeles on a 
vacation and the quartet 
(Donny joined the group 
later) got jobs as strolling 
street singers at Disneyland. 
Andy Williams’ fattier heard 
them sing and they were 
signed to a'ttre-year contract 
to perform on Williams’ tele¬ 
vision shows. Three years ago 
the singing brothers went oil 
on their own.

CBS Schedules Most Changes

The TV season Just past 
•aw CBS regain the *olid rat¬ 
ing* lead it held over the 
other I S. network* for more 
than a decade until 1968 — so 
a \iewer might think CBS 
would make the fewest 
changes when It comes to the 
schedule for the season stait- 
ing next fall. 

The viewer would be w rong. 

CBS has made at least one 
major change in primetime 
for each night of !he week 
while NBC left three nights 
untouched and ABC didn’t 
change two. What * more, 
CBS brought in eight new 
•eries while the other net¬ 
works added six each. 

The probable reason for the 
CBS upheaval is the fact it 
depends more on its TV 
operations for profits than 
NBC does and this probably is 
the reason why NBC made 
fewer changes despite it* rat¬ 
ings slip. 


Whatever the reasons, the 
1972-73 season has been called 
by some show-biz Insiders Son 
of Schedule, meaning it's 
much like 1971-72. 

There are roughly 25 action- 
adventure series, 21 situation 
comedies, 11 movies, seven 
variety shows and just one 
public affairs program the 
weekly NBC Reports at 10 
p m. Tuesdays. 

A breakdown of the three- 
network schedule is shown 
elsewhere In this Issue of 
AbouTV but here are some of 
the high points: 

• The old business of imi¬ 
tating a success to the point 
of failure has started for All 
in the Family. Beatrice Ar¬ 
thur. playing Archie Bunker s 
Cousin Maude, has a series of 
her own at 8 p.m. Tuesday on 
CBS while Bridget Loves Ber- 
nie. a sort of Jewish Bunker 
series, will follow the Bunkers 
at 8 30 Saturdays on CBS. 

• Marcus Welby is guaran¬ 
teed another season as one of 


the top-rated shows. It stays 
at 10 p.m. Tuesdays on ABC 
and will run against NBC Re¬ 
ports — and ratings for public 
affairs series always are low. 

• The only major effect of 
the U.S. government rule re¬ 
ducing network control of 

primetime by half an hour 
daily is the breakup of ABC * 
Tuesday schedule, a ratings 
w inner for three years. Welby 
and TV movies *tay on Tues¬ 
days but Mod Squad moves to 
Thursday* at 8 p.m. 

• Despite pressure from 
Washington and the public. TV 
has not reduced Its violence 
content. Cade’* County and 
O'Hara won’t be back in Sep¬ 
tember but Cannon, Gun- 
smoke. Bonanza and Mannix 
will while several new *eries 
stress action, like The (po¬ 
lice) Rookie*. 

• The rotating series Idea 
— Bold Ones, NBC Mystery 
Movie — is catching on. The 
Bold Ones may have dropped 
their lawyers but there are 


•lx of the several-serles-ln-one 
programs on the three net¬ 
works now. 

• CBS is trying something 
new on Sunday nights, which 
have always been home for 
longer programs, by schedul¬ 
ing four half-hour situation 
comedies. Ons of them. In¬ 
cidentally. is a watered-down 
version of the black-comedy 
movie M.A.S.H., the only new 
•how aimed at younger 
viewers. 

• Last season's expected 
big developments were name 
stars like Jimmy Stewart and 
Anthony Quinn plus a rash of 
series growing out of slick, 
made-for-TV movies. Stewart, 
Quinn and most of the other 
big names are gone while the 
TV-movie series are fewer 
this season and mostly In the 
rotating series; 

• Only two name stars are 
on the new schedule — Julie 
Andrews will have a variety 
hour at 10 p.m. Wednesday on 
ABC and Helen Hayes 'with 


Mildred Natwick) will star In 
a suspense comedy called 
Snoop Sisters that will be in a 
rotating series and grew out 
of a TV movie. 

• The biggest surprise in 
the schedules Is the amount ofv 
program moving, h'ke NBC 
shifting both Bonanza and 
Bold Ones to Tuesday's from. 
Sundays. Among cancella¬ 
tions. the only surprise was 
the demise of the Glen Camp¬ 
bell show — CBS has been ex¬ 
pected to drop it but ABC 
planned to pick it up and 
then decided not to. v 

The best way to work out 
all the cancellations is to 
check the schedules in the 
other story and see if your fa¬ 
vorites are there. One worthy 
of note is the departure of My 
Three Sons after 11 years — it 
was TV’s third oldest show,'"- 
behind only Guns moke and 
Disney. 

A scanning of the schedule 
will also show some Interest¬ 
ing matchups. For example, 


ABC has moved ratings win¬ 
ner Mod Squad against -SkBCs 
ratings king Flip Wilson; 1CBS 
has moved Sonny and Cher 
against Sanford and Son oa 
NBC. 

And pity Alias Smith and 
Jones, which ABC didn’t can¬ 
cel even though It was 
slaughtered by Flip Wilson in 
the ratings race. Next Sep¬ 
tember, it’s up against All in 
the Family. 

One more consideration of 
the new season stems from 
the recently-announced anti¬ 
trust suit against the three 
networks by the U.S. justice 
department. It won’t affect 
what you see for a year or 
more — and AbouTV will 
comment more oa the «suit 
later — but its goal of an end 
to network control of pro¬ 
gramming could mean an 
eSrly-^nd of almost every 
show on TV now.

Oak Bay MLA Dr. Scott Wallace called for 
a greater measure of co-operation between doctor* 
and aodal worker* in advising patient* seeking 
abortion, in a »peech delivered Friday in Burnaby 
to a meeting of B.C. Social Worker*. 

Wallace, in a text released before the meet¬ 
ing, said. "Our educational ,*y*tem, and society 
In genera), ha* failed to provide our young people 
with a balanced factual, relevant description of 
the role of sexual behavior In modem society.” 

He said there was tremendous scope for social 
worker* In their contact* with young people to 
initiate dlacusion of sex problem*. 

Wallace described unwarned pregnancy as "a 
social disaster." 

The general practitioner quoted a series of «ta- 
tUtics to show how easy it ha* become for a woman 
to obtain an abortion. 

He riled a poll of .161 hospital* which -howed 
15,118 abortion* were performed in the first nine 
month of 1971, compared with 1,889 the previous 
year. 

The figure* cited by Wallace showed that in 
the nine-month period under review there were 
4,516 abortion* performed In British Columbia. 

Wallace said the federal government's new 
law* on abortion made H possible for an ever- 
increasing number of abortion* to be carried out. 

Wallace said that "while the young unmar¬ 
ried girl may feel at the time of decision that ab¬ 
ortion solve* her problem, there is evidence that 
a great psychological as well as physical trauma 
follows the act of abortion." 

He urged social worker* to become aware 
of the total impact of abortion and to share their 
professional cx|>crience with doctor* 

Wallace concluded that a woman contem¬ 
plating abortion should have the benefit of con¬ 
sulting not only her doctor but also a social work¬ 
er who could outline the ways In which society 
might help her raise her child.

tic workers, who are not now 
covered. If passed, domestic 
workers would receive $1.80 
an hour the first year and $2 
and hour thereafter 


“This would just he a bare, 
baby start.’’ said Shirley 
Downs. Mrs. Chisholm's legis¬ 
lative aide, who has been 
working on the bill. “It would 
be the first real legislative 
labor protection they would 
get. They don't ha.e anything 
now. except Social Security. 
They don’t get paid vacations 
or holidays, sick leave or un¬ 
employment compensation." 

Domestic workers are en¬ 
titled by law to Social Securi¬ 
ty benefits. But only tome re¬ 
ceive them "The main prob¬ 


lem L* enforcement.’’ said 
Edith Sloan, executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Committee 
on Household Employment, a 
Washington-based research 
and educational organization 
funded by the Ford Founda¬ 
tion. 

“There is a problem with 
housewives who don't like to 
be bothered making the pay¬ 
ments." she said. "And there 
1s no machinery to enforce it. 


Legally, if she pays a house¬ 
hold worker $50 a quarter — 
or $200 a year — she la 
supposed to make the pay¬ 
ments. But they aren’t strin¬ 
gent about them, and the 
workers don’t like It either. 
They earn so little to begin 
with, they'd rather not have 
more money taken out. And 
not all of them fully under¬ 
stand the benefits they would 
be getting."

VATICAN CITY <APt - A 
group at 210 Italian priests 
and Roman Catholic laymen 
announced Thursday they 
have set up a "priest libera¬ 
tion" movement to challenge 
the jmwer the Pojie and the 
bishops. 

The announcement came as 
the Vatican daily newspaper 
denounced similar groups as 
church "guerrillas ." It said 
they got a boost from a de¬ 
fiant manifesto issued last 
month by 11 weH-known 
Homan Catholic theologians. 

Church rebels met in Rome 
just a mile from the Vatican 
last weekend and debated Ita¬ 
ly's religious and social prob¬ 
lems for three daya behind 
cloned doors. 

Attending were 168 priests 
and 42 laymen from all over 
the country. The priests in¬ 
cluded 53 who head parishes. 
13 who have quit the ministry 
and six theologians. Some of 
flie ex-priests were married 
and were accompanied by 
their wives. 

They aaid priests are the 
victims of repressive morals, 
Vatican bureaucracy and eco¬ 


nomic dependence on bi»hf»pe. 
They said the group’s main 
aim was the "priest s libera¬ 
tion." 

The group chose the title of 

’’Minement Nov 7, 1971" 

from tiie day following the 
end of the third bishops’ 
synod at the Vatican. 

Vatican sources said that 
the group represents a minor¬ 
ity of Italy's 40,000 priests.

Action 

Urged 


Environmental activism 
should be encouraged, the 
president of the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Council of Churches told 
a workshop of the British Co¬ 
lumbia Natural Resources 
Conference this week. 

The president, Msgr. Mi¬ 
chael O’Cormedl of the Roman 
Catholic Diocese of Victoria, 
went on to say that "con¬ 
cerned Christians of all age* 
should join forces with other 
citizen* in any activities de¬ 
signed to restore our environ¬ 
ment.” 

"II we become more aware 
of our responsibilities to fu- 

lure generations and if we 
foster a spirit of reverence for 
nature, changes in behavior 
should follow.” 

O'Connell called for an 
alertness to new danger signs, 
“alertness to changes in 
value, judgments on law*, 
hills, proposals, environmen¬ 
tal accidents, violations and 
other factors affecting God's 
creation." 

"If we acknowledge that 
God ia the Creator and that 
all of creation ia good, it 
would follow that man should 
not diminish or destroy the 
good creation of which he is a 
part. It is clear that man is 
totally dependent upon nature 
for his physical and biotic 
survival." 

O’Connell made his state¬ 
ment at a workshop in the 
Newcombe auditorium Tues¬ 
day night. Sponsored by the 
Canadian Council of Re¬ 
sources and ^Environment 
Ministers, the workshop was 
one of 12 being held through¬ 
out the province. 

Representatives from B.C. 
and other provincial work¬ 
shops will meet in Quebec 
City in October to decide 
which environmental prob¬ 
lems will have priority and 
how environmental policy and 
action will be organized.

A coroner’s jury ruled Fri¬ 
day hight th*t Karl Wolfgang 
Ladinlg, 19. of 3 Mark Lane, 
died March 21 as a result of 
an overdose of an unidentified 
drug. 

The jury also ruled there 
was no negligenoe on behalf 
of the youth’s parents. Mr. 
and Mrs. Karl Ladinig, the 
fire department, the police 
force or the ambulance ser¬ 
vice. M 

It recommended that people 
of unorganized areas should 
get together as a group and 
arrange proper emergency 
services such as unorganized 
areas did in the past.

Edmond Jorre de St. Jorre 
asked that the Jury consider 
whether there had been 
parental neglect as the 
parents did not try to obtain 
assistance until almost two 
hours after they first noticed 
he was ill. 

In testimony given at the 
second session of th^ inquest 
on Tuesday night. Ijidinig's 
father said he first heard the 
youth making choking sounds 
at about 5:45 a m 

At that time he gave his son 
artificial respiration for about 
15 minute*, and the youth 
seemed to recover. “He 
looked normal I thought he 
wa* sleeping.” Ladinig said 

However, it 7 30 a m . the 
boy began choking again and 
when hi* father tried giving 
him artificial respiration, he 
did not improve. It was then 
he realized the youth was 
seriously tU and ratted Saan¬ 
ich police, asking for a con¬ 
stable he had talked with pre¬ 
viously about his drug 

problem. 

The constable was not in. 
but when the officer on duty 
heard about the youth’* condi¬ 
tion. he~ called Central Saan¬ 
ich believing the Ladinig res¬ 
idence to lie there 

He was told it was In RCMP 
territory, called the central 
RCMP radio room in Victoria, 
and while on the radio was 
overheard by Constable Mi¬ 
chael Clarabut of the Sidne\ 
RCMP. who cut in and said he 
would answer the call. 

Then began the long ride to 
the ladinig residence and 


from there to the hospital, a 
distance of more than 30 
miles. 

St. Jorre praised testimony 
given by Durrance Road resi¬ 
dents Verne Harknett and 
Wolfgang Wolff, who cri¬ 
ticized the lack of fast ambu¬ 
lance service to the area and 
said police should have a 
number to call in case of 
emergencies and should know 
which ambulances can go In 
which territories. 

St. Jorre said he had 
checked provincial laws to see 
if there was any legislation 
governing ambulance* in 
H.C., but he was unable to 

The only place where ambu¬ 
lances were covered was 


under the Municipal Act. but 
this would exclude unor¬ 
ganized territories such as the 
Durrance Lake area because 
it was provincial territory, he 
explained to the jury. 

”It’s a difficult, remote 
area." he said, ’’but It’s a 
free society. People in Canada 
can live anywhere they want 
— they have a choice — and 
being far away from medical 
services is one of the haz¬ 
ards.” 

The pathologist at Queen 
Victoria Hospital. Dr. John 
Marsden. had been unable to 
find a cause of death. Sam¬ 
ple* had showed changes In 
the youth’* organs often found 
in |>oi*oning cases, but-speci¬ 
mens sent for analysis to Van¬ 


couver showed no positive evi¬ 
dence of such poisoning. 

Mrs. Linda White, the tox¬ 
icologist who had done chemi¬ 
cal tests on the specimens, 
said that a first test found 
slight traces of methadone, 
but a second and more sensi¬ 
tive test had failed to show 
any traces of the drug. 

In testimony heard Tuesday 
Steven Bell and Randy Ben¬ 
nett. friends of the youth, said 
they had seen him the night 
before he died under the in¬ 
fluence of a drug, and that he 
had told them he was drinking 
methadone. 


An official of the B.C. Phar¬ 
maceutical Association says it 
may be "only a matter of 
weeks” before most prescrip¬ 
tions dispensed in B.C. have 
the generic or brand name of 
their contents on the label.

Q. — How high do the plants grow and how far apart 
should the> stand" 

A. When fully grown, they are around 40 inches tall 
what you might rail intermediate ui height As the Malope is 
a fairly hushy plant, they should be spaced at least 2‘* * ** feet 
apart, and 3 feet would be better.

Q You say the common name for Malope is Mallow. I 
always thought Mallow was another name for Hollyhock 

A. Mallow is the family name, and the Maliow family 
Includes the Hollyhock, the cotton plant, hibiscus, a hut! Inn. 
lavatera and sidalcea as well as Malope The flower of the 
Malope is shaped like the floret of a single hollyhock, hut 
\ery much larger and more richly colored

Q Is the Malope a perennial? 

A No. it is an annua! and must he started afresh

Q M> sun. who is now m hi* senior year at high 
school, grew this Oower from a packet of mixed flower seeds 
when he was only «* years nM and! have been trying to dis¬ 
cover the name of it ever since I am so glad you traced it 
down and made the seeds available to us. Can I save seeds 
from my plants to use next year? 

A. - Depends an what kind of a summer we get If the 
late summer and fall is sunny and dry. I imagine plenty at 
seed capsules will mature and npen.

Latin Reduces Crime 


If the Human Engineering 
Laboratory in Boston is to be 
believed, the understanding of 
English words in the U.S. has 
persistently declined for the 
last 50 year*, dropping at the 
rate of one point a year on the 
laboratory’s "general scale" 
of vocabulary. 

What is important about 
this, if true, is that the labora¬ 
tory sees a one-to-one correla¬ 
tion between vocabulary and 
violence: if the level of verbal a • 

expression is low. the only J _| ^\jGSf 
other form of expression is 
physical. 

♦ * * 


A continuing study of some 
50 years by this group in¬ 
dicates that violence and 
crime predominate among 
those who score low in "re¬ 
cognition vocabulary," espe¬ 
cially of abstract words. 

Withodf the appropriate 
handle^ it reports, “such ab¬ 
stract ideas as justice, hon¬ 
esty. /erson al property, law, 
court«y and thoughtfulness 
for opers seem impossible 
comprehend." 

Fascinatingly enough, 
“level of education” does! 
as Important a paijt in 
vocabulary 
might imagine. 

After the age of 12. joughly 
— judging by a study based 
on 29.000 persons — "neither 


high schools nor college con¬ 
tribute to English vocabu¬ 
lary." 

Anyone listening to a group 
of '■college-educated" busin¬ 
essmen or clubwomen natter¬ 
ing away at lunch would sadly 
have to agree with this. 

What particularly Interested 
me in this study apart from 
the menacing relationship be¬ 


tween growing illiteracy and 
rising violence — was the flat 
statement by the laboratory 
that "with the fabulous sums 
spent on education.” the 
understanding of English 
words has declined In large 
part because of the removal 
of Latin from most school 
programs. 

The number of years of 
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Latin studied in school corre¬ 
lates with a large and exact 
English vocabulary, it was 
found: "The structure of En¬ 
glish is Anglo-Saxon; but the 
words which give color to 
writing, and definition to 
thought, are I .a tin. 

**The I^tin language, 
though dead, furnishes a 
background for English, a 
foundation on which to build.” 

I have long maintained this, 
although I had no real factual 
basis for my belief. 

The laboratory recommends 
unequivocally that "to retard 
the downward trend, reinstate 
Latin in the high school cur¬ 
riculum.” fit turns out that 
even money earnings, with 
minor exceptions, have a high 
correlation with a background 
In Latin.)

Everyone has remarked the 
difference in verbal levels be¬ 
tween tip average Briton and 
the average American; the 
formerfis far more fluent and 
exprefUve, more respectful 
precision and form in 

this flexible use of lan¬ 
guage may account in large 
part for the civility, the cour¬ 
tesy, the lack of violence in 
British life.

QUAL1CUM BEACH - Vil¬ 
lage council has reluctantly 
agreed to pay a $7,500 Nanai¬ 
mo Regional Board assess¬ 
ment but not without protest. 

The assessment, up 35 per 
cent over last year, brought 
anger to the surface at the 
recent council meeting. 

Aid. Bruce Brown said he 
was irked that the village had 
to pay about l 1 ^ mills to thf 
region as it was not getting 
"proper value for money." 
Other aldermen agreed with 
him. 

Aid. Pat Sullivan said that 
as far as he could see. nvmey 
that Qualicum Beach put* into 


die regional district is benefit¬ 
ing areas outside the village. 
He said that the Ivtard should 
justify the 35 per rent in¬ 
crease in the village's assess¬ 
ment. 

Aldermen felt that they had 
received little for the many 
thousands of dollars the vil¬ 
lage has had to contribute to 
the regional district since its 
inception. * 

Mayor Charles Darkis said 
that the Nanai mi aldermen 
are voicing similar com¬ 
plaints about the regional dis¬ 
trict. 

Qualicum Beach Aldermen 
will request Don Beaton, 
chairman of ihe Nanaimo Re- ’ 
gional Board, to attend a 


committee session of the 
coudil t> explain the work¬ 
ings of the regional Histrict as 
it affects the village. 

In other business Brown re¬ 
ported on a meeting earlier 
this minth attended by Don 
Mills and an engineer both of 
the transport ministry and 
Q a re Dobbin, president of the 
Parksville Qualicum "Aero 
Oub. Brown said ttv»t he feels 
optimistic that Mills has a 
real concern about the Quali¬ 
cum airport. 

Mills said that there are no 
more trees to be removed. 
Earlier the aero club had 
topped or felled high trees 
• lose to the airport. These 
had been one reason for the 


village not being able to get 
the facility licensed. 

If a licence Is granted by 
the transport ministry. Mills 
said that the ministry may 
make a grant of as much as 
$30,000 for development pur¬ 
poses. Once the airport is li¬ 
censed. the village could lease 
it to the aero club or a com¬ 
pany to ojierate it. The village— 
would however, still be an¬ 
swerable for maintenance but 
Mills did not think that this 
would cost much. 

Village residents have been 
complaining ah wit the ac¬ 
cumulation of untidy materi¬ 
als besie the Fisherman’s 
Cove Restaurant which is lo¬ 


cated by the beach, near the 
war memorial. 

Council has asked owners of 
the restaurant to clean up the 
property on several occasions. 
It was decided to ask the 
owners once more to clean 
up. and if they do not comply, 
the village will do the work 
and bill the owners under the 
provisions of the untidy pre¬ 
mises bylaw.

CHEMAINUS Osric Mur¬ 
rell's last shift pn the ferry 
Ethel Hunter before his retire¬ 
ment last Tuesday, began as 
another routine day but it 
| ended with a climax that he 
Jwill never forget. 

It was a reasonably fine 
bpring afternoon when he left 
; home at 2832 Pine Street, 
i usual he used a shortcut to 
he waterfront and a few min- 

f utes later his 13-foot motor- 
'boat took him across to Thetis 
Island where he was to catch 
the ferry that plies between 
there and Chemainus. 

It was 3 p.m. when the 
Ethel Hunter cast off the lines 
and commenced another regu¬ 
lar run to th* Chemainus gov¬ 
ernment dock with Skipper 
Hoy Hyde. Mate Murrell and 


deckhand Bill Dickie. Al¬ 
though routine, it was dif¬ 
ferent for Murrell because 
after the shift he would have 
officially ended 25 years of 
marine service to the public, 
including the eight years on 
the ferry. 

Murrell spent many years 
as operator of a water taxi 
long before anyone heard of a 
ferry. His wife Ruth had 
helped him keep the tough 
business running either by 
teaching music to supplement 
the lean income or' even by 
taking over the wheel of one 
of the three water taxis to fill 
in a gap during busy times. 

The area M had served 
reached from Active Pass to 
Gabriola Island including a 
vast array of/ natural water¬ 
ways with tricky currents, 
treacherous sudden swells 


and a host of people living on 
the many different islands 
who knew that Murrell and 
his fast taxi could be relied 
on. 

There had been had nights 
on the water when gale force 
winds whipped foaming 
crowns on the waves and the 
spray showered the wind¬ 
shield of the little 21-foot boat. 
Murrell must of thought of 
one night in particular when a 
frantic call asked him to pick 
up a aick woman on Galiano 
Island to take her to the Che¬ 
mainus general hospital. 

It had been such a misera¬ 
ble, stormy and wet night that 
he could not go into the cove. 
The woman was ^brought to 
the bouncing water taxi in a 
canoe. Finally, after several 
attempts, just as the water 
taxi swept down from the 


crest of a wave and the canoe 
surged up. the woman was 
grabbed and pulled aboard 
the motor boat. 

Murrell also took tons of 
freight to island stores and in¬ 
dividuals. 

On one of the very last trips 
his wife had boarded the ferry 
at Chemainus under the pre¬ 
text of visiting some friends 
on Thetis Island and once 
more the short journey seemed 
uneventful. However. ap¬ 
proaching the dock at The tic., 
Murrell saw a lar^e crowd of 
people and heard music blar¬ 
ing. 

Remembering many noisy 
picnic crowds he grunted to 
his wife: "it looks like an¬ 
other bloody convention." Hia 
wife chuckled and minutes 
later when the Ethel Hunter 
docked Murrell stared in dis¬ 
belief. 


AH the 100 people mann¬ 
ing down the dock had coma 
to say goodbye to him. There 
were cheers and cakes and 
hand shaking and a gift. 

They all remembered Mur¬ 
rell s long maring service that 
had contributed so much to 
their wellbeing for so many 
years. 

A few days later, during an 
interview in the couple's liv¬ 
ing room. Mrs Myrrell con¬ 
fessed "that was'Ihe only se¬ 
cret I have ever had from my 
husband when I told him on 
Tuesday that I wanted to visit 
a friend on Thetis Island." 

Now a master/of his own 
time Murrell and/his wife will 
pursue their contmon Interest 
and they hopf to start a 
drama club In Chemainus. 

Both are wen known In the 


Duncan and Chemainus area 
for their Joint assistance of 
musieals at Dincan and 
drama performances at these 
two centres and at Ladysmith 
and on Thetis Island. Mrs. 
Murrell directed and her hus- 
hand stage managed several 
productions of the Duncan 
Musical Club including Yeo¬ 
man of The Guard. Merry 
VVid-rw and Show Boat and 
both starred in Pride and Pre¬ 
judice at Duncan, in the Mouse 
Trap at Ladysmith and in, 
From Little Acorns she 
played Sarah opposite her 
husband as Abraham. 

It has been a long way for 
the farm boy from Suffolk.

W. MacDonald called "arran¬ 
gements with various unions" 
made by the company. 

In addition to work on two 
sections of the collection sys¬ 
tem. the Dillingham Corp. 
this week was awarded a con¬ 
tract for insulation of a force 
main at Hammond Bay near 
the proposed sewage treat¬ 
ment plant The contract is 
valued at $541,000. 

"We have a very tight 
schedule for this work so we 
hope the labor-management 
dispute will be short-lived," 
MacDonald said. 

D. Robinson Construction 
had been working on several 
sectionsyof the collection sys¬ 
tem along the downtown Nan¬ 
aimo waterfront prior tn the 
work stoppage. 

Construction on the system 
to date has heen on 'sched¬ 
ule." MacDonald said.

Osric Murrell and wife Ruth 
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McGovern Lures More Muskie Backers 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
With Senator Edmund Muskl* 
of Main# retired from active 
campaigning for the White 
House, Senator George Mc¬ 
Govern of South Dakota has 
won more endorsements in 


the race for the Democratic 
presidential nomination. 

The battle for the nomina¬ 
tion now is shaping up as a 
two-way fight between Mc¬ 
Govern and Senator Hubert 
Humphrey of Minnesota. 

After Muskie quit the pri¬ 


maries race Thursday, Sena¬ 
tor Fred Harris, himself a 
former candidate for the no¬ 
mination, cast his lot with 
McGovern, Harris previously 
had been uncommitted. 

Cliff Larson, Democratic 
chairman in Iowa and a 


backer of Muskie, announced 
he was switching support to 
McGovern but retaining the 
right to r et ur n to Muskie, de¬ 
pending on what happens at 
the Democratic national con¬ 
vention next July in Miami 
Beach. 


Before Muskie withdrew 
from the primaries, it ap¬ 
peared he. Humphrey and 
McGovern would go to Miami 
Beach with delegates hope¬ 
lessly split three ways. 

Now, it will probably be¬ 
come a two-way split. But 


matters will be complicated 
by Governor George Wallace 
of Alabama, who will make it 
a three-way race in some 
states and take a sizable mi¬ 
nority bloc of voters to the 
convention. 

Since Muskie didn’t quit as 


a candidate, only as a cam¬ 
paigner in the primaries, he 
holds onto the delegates he 
has won and may even add 
some since his name stays on 
the prmary ballot. But he told 
his supporters they are free to 
look elsewhere. 


If McGovern and Humphrey 
are deadlocked at the conven¬ 
tion, Muskie, sitting on the 
sidelines with a core of votes, 
could be the beneficiary when 
weary delegates begin to look 
around for a second choice.

Court Upholds Law 


B.C. Wins Round 
In Ad Ban Fight 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
British Columbia government 
won a major legal battle Fri¬ 
day when a B.C. Supreme 
Court judge upheld the Social 
Credit administration’s con¬ 
troversial legislatidn banning 
liquor and tobacco advertis¬ 
ing- 

Mr. Justice E. E. Hinkson 
ruled in a 25-page judgement 
that the laws, approved by 
the government last year, 
were within its jurisdiction 
and did not encroach on fed¬ 
eral powers. 

The legislation was chal¬ 
lenged in the courts by seven 
tobacco, advertising and pub¬ 
lishing companies: Benson 
and Hedges (Canada» Ltd.. 
Imperial Tobacco Products 
Ltd.. Macdonald Tobacco 
Marketing Ltd.. Rothmans of 
Pall Mall Canada Ltd., South- 
star Publishers Ltd.. Time 
Canada Ltd. and Maclean- 
Hunter Ltd. 

The companies contended 
that B.C.’s tobacco advertis¬ 
ing restraint act and amend¬ 
ments to the provincial liquor 
act, all approved last year, 
were illegal. 

However, Hinkson flatly re¬ 
jected one of the main sub¬ 
missions by the companies — 
that the two prohibitions in¬ 
vaded the field of criminal 
law. a federal responsibility. 

Counsel for the provincial 
attorney-general, who was 
named defendant in the ac¬ 
tion. had adequately es¬ 
tablished the government's 
rights to legislate in the area, 
the supreme court judge said. 

”If it is established that the 
province has the power to 


regulate a particular business 
or trade within the province 
,.. then the extent of suqh 
regulation is a matter for the 
Legislature,” said Hinkson. 

"In the result, I conclude 
that the Tobacco Advertising 


Bader 

Still 

Trying 


VANCOUVER (CP* 
David Bader, a Vancouver 
businessman who has opposed 
the B.C. government’s ban on 
liquor and tobacco advertis¬ 
ing, said Friday he will press 
the government to begin en¬ 
forcing the law. 

"The legislation Is still 
silly,” Bader said after hear¬ 
ing that the B.C. Supreme 
Court had upheld the legisla¬ 
tion. 

Bader said he will make ap¬ 
plication next week to have 
writs issued against business 
firms and magazines he 
claims have violated the law. 
Among Bader's targets are 
Time Magazine. B.C. Ferries, 
Maclean's magazine, Satur¬ 
day Night and Kripps United 
Pharmacy, owned by Social 
Credit MLA Agnes Kripps. 
Bader's attempts to have 
writs issued against the firms 
had been helld in limbo while 
the test case was pending. 


Restraint Act Is not an in¬ 
vasion of the field of criminal 
law.” 

He also rejected submis¬ 
sions that the legislation in¬ 
terfered with the riglits of fe¬ 
derally incorporated compa¬ 
nies to carry on business in 
the province. 

”The act indicates that the 
Legislature considers adver¬ 
tising of tobacco products is 
employed to induce people to 
acquire tobacco products. It is 
part of the business of selling 
tobacco products generally. 

”What the legislation does 
is to regulate the selling of 
tobacco products within the 
province to the extent that 
this aspect of their sale is not 
permitted. 

'The product itself may 
still be freely sold, but the in¬ 
ducement to such sale by 
means of advertising is prohi¬ 
bited.” 

Hinkson added that the fact 
that advertising is prohibited 
“does not appear to be fatal" 
to the validity o fthe provin¬ 
cial legislation, since the laws 
merely regulate a single 
aspect of the tobacco trade. 

"In my view the prohibitions 
of the liquor act are directed 
against the advertising of li¬ 
quor for sule within the prov¬ 
ince. The statute does\not pro¬ 
hibit people from going 
beyond the limits of B.C. for 
the purpose of purchasing li¬ 
quor. Nor docs the statute 
prohibit the sending into B.C. 
from abroad of newspapers 
and journals containing adver¬ 
tisements in respect of liquor; 
nor does it prohibit any com¬ 
munication with British Co-

OTTAWA (UPI) - The Ca¬ 
nadian government's long 
awaited policy on foreign 
ownership of Canadian firms 
will be umeiled Tuesday, na¬ 
tional Revenue Minister Herb 
Gray told the House of Com¬ 
mons Friday. 

Gray would not comment on 
details of the policy but it was 
expected to include an agency' 
to screen the activities of 
multinational corporations in 
Canada as well as foreign in¬ 


vestment in Canadian firms 
and research activities of 
foreign companies in Canada. 

The government has in¬ 
dicated that the policy will 
also include a more selecthe 
approach to moves by foreign, 
principally American, compa¬ 
nies. The federal government 
has lieen promising a state¬ 
ment on foreign ownership for 
well over a year now. but it 
has been held up by "tech¬ 
nicalities.”

Construction workers won’t 
picket sites where they have 
[ beeen locked out/ by the Con- 
j stmetion Labor/Relations As- 
j sociation bee a hse they want 
I, to do as little/ damage to the 
1 economy as possible, a union 
spokesman said Friday. 

The association lockout 
went into effect on schedule 
at 4:30 p.m. Friday, aut the 
union spokesman, Efl Fay, 
secretary of the B.C.-Yukon 
Building Trades Council, said 
that at 5 p.m. not all firms 


had complied with the lockout 
order. 

Fay said lie would not know 
until Monday or Tuesday ex¬ 
actly which firms had locked 
out workers and which hadn’t, 
but reports reaching his Van¬ 
couver office indicated that 
even/some member firms of 
the OLRA had not. , 

MAny independent contrac¬ 
tors had signed their/own in¬ 
terim contracts With the 
unions and were nor involved 
in the lockout, eithei/ he said. 

The council, which repre¬ 
sents 18 building trades 
unions throughout the prov¬ 


ince, had decided not to pic¬ 
ket the construction sites 
from which they were locked 
out unless efforts were made 
to get theAvork done by other 
personnel; Fay said. 

Pickets womd be set up 
only iy a, contracting firm 
tried jo bring in non-union 
labor, /or if an owner tried to 
.do the work himself or get 
other employees to do it. 

The council did not want to 
put out of work men from 
other unions who work at 
other jobs in plants where 
there might also be construc¬ 
tion going on. Fay said. 


The other unions, such as 
pulp workers and oil workers, 
had told the council their 
members would not /do any 
construction work during the 
period of the lockout/ 

Fay said negotiations would 
resume between some trades 
and the 840-member CLRA 
next week, and he was hope¬ 
ful some progress would be 
made. / 

The council wanted to con¬ 
tinue direct negotiations with 
the CLRA and not go/to arbi¬ 
tration, he said. At the 
present time, therefore, it 
would reject Premier Ben¬ 


nett’s offer to act as a direct 
arbitrator in the dispute. 

The reason the council pre¬ 
ferred id continue the direct 
negotiations was that the 
CLRA Was familiar with the 
entire situation, and the 
unions had worked three 
months to get the negotiations 
to the point where they now 
are, he said.

ownership is presented to 
Parliament Tuesday, howev¬ 
er, it will not be a statement 
but rather the federal govern¬ 
ment's policy on foreign own¬ 
ership. complete with details 
of the legislation the govern¬ 
ment will introduce to imple¬ 
ment the policy. 

Since last spring there have 
been several leaks which gov¬ 
ernment sources admitted dis¬ 
closed certain aspects of tiie 
policy but not the specific de¬ 
tails. 

Last November, the Toronto 
magazine Canadian Forum 
printed a document called the 
Gray Report which stated 
that the government planned 
to set up a "screening 
agency” to cover foreign 
takeovers of Canadian firms 
doing business in Canada. 

Canadian Forum said the 
agency would also have 
powers to block foreign in¬ 
vestment which contributed 
nothing to the Canadian econ¬ 
omy. and to negotiate with 
foreign firms to Insist upon 
processing raw materials in 
Canada. 

The agency would also have 
the power to bargain with 
foreign investors on research 
development and rational- 
izatiop. the document said.

SAIGON (UPI) — Tank-led North Vietnamese 
troops In a broad attacking front shattered South 
Vietnam’s northernmost defence line Friday and 
drove a wedge between the northernmost provin¬ 
cial capital of Quang Til and its nearby combat base 
this morning, threatening the city itself. 

UPI Correspondent Donald 
Davis, reporting from the 
northern military head¬ 
quarter* at Da Nang, said a 
Communist tank column cut 
off the base, surrounding a 
South Vietnamese marine de¬ 
tachment. during an attack on 
the Quang Tri bridge, just 
south of the city along High¬ 
way 1. 

Earlier. a separate armored 
force advanced to within 10 
mile* of the ancient imperial 
capital of Hue after overrun¬ 
ning Dong Ha bastion, eight- 
miles north of Quang Tri. and 
surrounding the provincial 
capital.

Davis quoted military 
sources as saying the Commu¬ 
nist force attacking near 
Quang Tri pulled back from 
the bridge and at dawn began 
fresh shelling attacks In the 
area. North Vietnamese tanks 
and artillery hit the city, ap¬ 
parently to keep defender* in¬ 
side pinned down, they said. 

Four divisions of commu¬ 
nists — 40.000 men at full 
strength —laid siege to the 
northern provincial capital of 
Quang Tri. 18 miles south of 
the demilitarized zone and 
sent South Vietnamese fleeing 
from two key bases guarding 
Hue. the country a third larg¬ 
est city. 

The two outposts abandoned 
eaily today were artillery 
base Boulogne, nine miles 
•outhw-est of Hue. and the 
nearby Checkmate defensive 
base. Only one base. Bir¬ 
mingham. lay between the ad¬ 
vancing columns of North 
Vietnamese and the ancient 
imperial capital, which was 
held by communist forces for 
24 days during the 1968 Tet of¬ 
fensive. Hue is 35 miles south 
of Quang Tri. 

UPI correspondent Stewart 
Kellerman said that as of 
dawn today there had been no 
communist move made at 
Hue itself. 

American warplanes pound¬ 
ed Bastogne and Checkmate 
early today in an attempt to 
destroy abandoned govern¬ 
ment weapons, gas and am¬ 
munition. 

U. S. Air Force B-52 
bombers flew- 13 raids Fri¬ 
day to blunt the communist 
advance to the north around 
Quang Tri. then turned early 
today to the area southwest of 
Hue. Helicopter crashes were 
making up most of the cur¬ 
rent U.S. casualties in Viet¬ 
nam. 

UPI corresiwident Chad 
Huntley in Hue said the 
bombing was so heavy that 
ground shocks can be felt in 
the city. 

The North Vietnamese 
thrusts that opened tiie fith 
w-eek of their offensive began 
fh*st against Quang Tri, their 
infantry columns advancing 
south behind a force of 100 
tanks. The columns overran 
the Dong Ha bastion north of 
Quang Tri and by Friday af¬ 
ternoon had surrounded and

EDMONTON (CP) — Con¬ 
struction will start this turn- 
mer on a 170 million to $100 
million all-weather highway 
to tiie Arctic Ocean. Prime 
Minister Trudeau said Friday 
night. 

He told a public meeting 
that when finished, the road 
will stretch 1.050 miles from 
the Alberta-Northwest Terri¬ 
tories border to Tuktoyaktuk, 
N.VV.T. 

There's already a 296-mile 
stretch of highway from the 
Alberta border to Fort Simp¬ 
son. 

"This road has been a 
dream until now," he said. 
"Its length — some 1,050 
miles north of 60 degrees — 
and Its coat, between $70 mil¬ 
lion and $100 million, have ap¬ 
peared as overwhelming ob¬ 
stacles. 

"The benefits to be gained 
are now so obvious, however, 
and the prospects so encour¬ 
aging, that I am able to an¬ 
nounce tonight that the gov¬ 
ernment will begin building 
this highway this summer.” 

Initially, work will start at 
Tnuvik and Fort Simpson and 
proceed north and south si¬ 
multaneously. 

Survey work "will get un¬ 
der way shortly" and will be 
finished before the end of the 

year. 

The route would be careful¬ 
ly selected so that It would be 
of use if oil or gas pipelines 
"be built along the Mackenzie 
Valley. v 

"It will be built ahead of 
any pipelines and will there¬ 
fore offer considerable cost 
savings to them during the 
construction period. 

"For this reason, the gov¬ 
ernment intends to recover 
adme Of the highway construc¬ 
tion costs from the pipeline 
companies.” 

He did not elaborate on the 
pipeline companies' involve¬ 
ment. 

The road is part of a pro¬ 
posed oil-gas-highway corri¬ 
dor which Trudeau estimated 
would cost about $10 billion. 

The road would "bring an 
end to the isolation ... of the 
communities along the Mac¬ 
kenzie River.”

The centre will be operated 
by the Narcotic Addiction 
Foundation of B.C. in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Central Van¬ 
couver Inland Health Unit. 

D. A. Denholm, executive 
director of the foundation said 
Friday there is a well demon¬ 
strated need for a treatment 
unit in Nanaimo and "we 
have been encouraged and as¬ 
sisted by many interested seg¬ 
ments of the community, in 
setting it up." 

A psychiatric nurse with 
long experience in the drug 
field. J. A. Kiens, has been 
named supervisor of the unit 
and Nanaimo physician Dr. 
Paul Gawthrop has been 
named medical director. 

Applicants are now being 
Interviewed for the position of 
counsellor, Denholm said. 

The centre will be located 
at 477 Wallace Street but may 
move Into temporary quarters 
If renovations to the Wallace 
Street building have not been 
completed by the opening 
date.

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Fallers in the B.C. coast 
forest industry have vowed to 
ignore B.C. Supreme Court in¬ 
junctions ordering them back 
to work. 

A spokesman said the men 
will go to jail rather than fell 
a single tree until they have 
an industry-wide agreement. 

Meanwhile, top-level talks 
continued today between bar¬ 
gaining teams led by Robert 
Bonner, new president of 
MacMillan Bloedel and head 
of the industry committee and 
Jack Moore, leader of the In¬ 
ternational Woodworkers of 
America's coast negotiating 
team. 

Thirty fallers picketed the 
site of Thursday's talks. 

In Supreme Court, Judge A. 
A. Mackoff continued hearing 
industry’ injunction applica¬ 
tions against more than 600 
fallers who have walked off 
the job since last week. 

Four ' forest firms were 
granted injunctions Wednes¬ 
day after the judge found the 
walkout was "a concerted act 
and in violation of the (1WA) 
contract." 

Among injunctions granted 
Friday were court orders 
directed at Juene Landing, 
Holburg, Gordon River, 
Seuele Inlet and Port McNeil. 

More hearings involving the 


Vancouver Island fallers and 
buckers are expected on Mon¬ 
day. 

A spokesman, who declined 
to give his name because of 
the court order, said "there is 
just no way we’ll go back, 
even if we’re Jaded.” 

He said this stand was 
taken at a meeting of 433 
fallers last week in Parks- 
ville. 

Fallers at the meeting also 
insisted on an industry-wide 
agreement, rather than local 
pacts, and that their dispute 
must be kept out of the coast 
master negotiations. 

This position conflicts with 
the industry proposal to scrap 
the fallers' piece rate entirely 
and replace it with a day rate 
under the coast master con¬ 
tract. 

Mediator dark Gilmour 


started meetings Tuesday on 
this contract. 

The fallers* spokesman said 
the day rate was instituted in 
Washington and Oregon sev¬ 
eral years ago. 

"The companies found they 
had to hire 60 men where they 
had previously had 12 piece- 
rate fallers and soon they 
themselves started to offer 
piece rate contracts on the sly 
to high-ballers." he said. 

A day rate in B.C. would be 
only acceptable if it were cou¬ 
pled with a guaranteed 
number of annual work days, 
such as $80 a day for a 
guaranteed 250 days a year, 
he said. 

The fallers Insist they don't 
want more money in a stan¬ 
dard pricing formula but 
merely to equalise earnings in 
all camps.

NANAIMO — The greater 
Nanaimo sewerage and drain¬ 
age district will receive a fed¬ 
eral grant of $3,000,000 for 
construction of another stage 
of its pollution control pro¬ 
gram. 

The grant was announced in 
Ottawa Friday by the federal 
urban affairs ministry. It is 
part of more than $6,000,000 in 
grants awarded to eight B.C 
municipalities and regional 
districts. 

Sewage district manager A. 
W. MacDonald said the an¬ 
nouncement is "good news". 

"This will be of great assis¬ 
tance in our efforts on the 
project. Our application for 
the grant has been pending 
for three months," he said. 

The sewage district has ap¬ 
proximately $4,000,000 worth 
of work in progress on the 
project which will see a sew¬ 
age treatment plant and a col¬ 
lection system in operation in 
Greater Nanaimo by 1975.

1/AKE COWICHAN - With 
summer near, speed boats 
and water skiers are appear¬ 
ing again on the Cowichan 
River and local parents are 
becoming concerned over the 
safety of their children who 
swim there. 

The river is navigable for 
about ** of a mile below Cow¬ 
ichan Lake and during the 
summer this narrow water¬ 
way Is filled with youngsters 
floating on rubber tubes 


amidst the constant droning 
of the high powered speed 
boats. 

Several residents whose 
property' borders on the river 
have become concerned over 
this heavy traffic. 

One mother said: "I’m not 
sure whether the boats create 
a greater danger to the chil¬ 
dren in the river or to the 
parent on the bank who al¬ 
most haa a nervous break¬ 
down every time a boat goes 
by. We don't want to stop 


river traffic, we just want to 
slow it down." 

Many parents would like to 
see a speed limit established 
on the river, particularly 
Ernie Ardlet, who has been 
opposing the high speed traf¬ 
fic for several years. 

Village council secretary 
Bill Chappell said the village 
has no authority under 
present legislation to enforce 
a speed limit on the river. 
Lake Cowichan RCMP als'* 
said it was not likely a speed 
limit could be set.

Village Angry Over District Dues

QUALICUM BEACH — Vil¬ 
lage council hag reluctantly 
agreed to pay a $7,500 Nanai¬ 
mo Regional Board assess¬ 
ment but not without protest 

The assessment, up 35 per 
cent over last year, brought 
anger to the surface at the 
recent council meeting. 

Aid. Bruce Brown said he 
was irked that the village had 
to pay about 1H mills to the 
region as it was not getting 
"proper value for money." 
Other aldermen agreed with 
him. 

Aid. Pat Sullivan said that 
as far as he could see. money 
that Qualicum Beach puts into 


the regional district is benefit¬ 
ing areas outside the village. 
He said that the board should 
justify the 35 per cent in¬ 
crease in the village’s assess¬ 
ment. 

Aldermen felt that they had 
received little far the many 
thousands of dollars the vil¬ 
lage has had to contribute to 
the regional district since its 
inception. 

Mayor Charles Darkis said 
that the Nanaimo aldermen 
are voicing similar com¬ 
plaints about the regional dis¬ 
trict. 

Qualicum Beach Aldermen 
will request Don Beaton, 
chairman of the Nanaimo Re¬ 
gional Board, to attend a 


committee session of the 
coucil to explain the work¬ 
ings of the regional district as 
it affects the village. 

In other business Brown re¬ 
ported on a meeting earlier 
this month attended by Don 
Mills and an engineer both of 
the transport ministry and 
Clare Dobbin, president of the 
Parks vi He Qualicum Aero 
Club. Brown said that he feels 
optimistic that Mills has a 
real concern about the Quali- 
cum airport. 

MiUs said that there are no 
more trees to be removed. 
Earlier the aero club had 
topped or felled high trees 
close to the airport. These 
had lieen one reason for the 


village not being able to get 
the facility licensed. 

If a licence is granted by 
the transport ministry, Mills 
said that the ministry may 
make a grant of as much as 
$30,000 for development pur¬ 
poses. Once the airport is li¬ 
censed. the village could lease 
it to the aero club or a com¬ 
pany to operate it. The village 
would however, still be an¬ 
swerable for maintenance but 
Mills did not think that this 
would cost much. 

Village residents have been 
complaining about the ac¬ 
cumulation of untidy materi¬ 
als besie the Fisherman’s 
Cove Restaurant which is lo¬ 


cated by the beach, near the 
war memorial. 

Council has asked owners of 
the restaurant to clean up the 
property on several occasions. 
It w'as decided to ask the 
owners once more to clean 
up. and if they do not comply, 
the village will do the work 
and bUl the owners under the 
provisions of the untidy pre¬ 
mises bylaw. 

Aldermen are also con¬ 
cerned about the Qualicum 
Beach boat house. Owners 
have erected a fence on land 
not leased to them, thus 
blocking off part of the public 
beach access. Steps will be 
taken to have this fence and 
the debris behind it removed. 


NANAIMO —- The construc¬ 
tion industry lockout which 
went into effect across the 
province Friday has halted 
work by two contracting firms 
engaged in work on a 
810,000,000 sewage collection 
system here. 

Employees of Dillingham 
Corp. of Vancouver and D. 
Robinson Construction Ltd., 
of Nanaimo, were locked out 
Friday afternoon. Both com¬ 
panies are affiliated with Con¬ 
struction Labor Relations As¬ 
sociation. 

A third company. Standard 
General Construction, has 
continued to work through 
what district commissioner A. 
W. MacDonald called "arran¬ 
gements with various unions" 
made by the company. 

In addition to work on two 
sections of the coUectlon sys¬ 
tem, the Dillingham Corp. 
this week was awarded a con¬ 
tract for Insulation of a force 
main at Hammond Bay near 
the proposed sewage treat¬ 
ment plant. The contract is 
valued at 5511,000. 

"We have a very tight 
schedule for this work so we 
hope the labor-management 
dispute will be short-lived;" 
MacDonald said. 

D. Robinson Construction 
had been w-orking on several 
sections of the collection sys¬ 
tem along the downtown Nan¬ 
aimo waterfront prior to the 
work stoppage. 

Construction on the system 
to date has been on sched¬ 
ule." MacDonald said. 

The business agent for 
Local 527 of the Carpenters* 
Union said Friday only 50 of 
the 275 members of the local 
are affected by the lockout. 


Jim Clark added the car¬ 
penters are the largest union 
group represented in the con¬ 
struction Industry in Nanai¬ 
mo. 

The balance of the carpen¬ 
ters are working for contrac¬ 
tors not affiliated with the 
CLRA, he said. 

The lockout will also stop 
construction of the Bastion 
House office building and the 
twin theatres, both in down¬ 
town Nanaimo. Both projects 
have mid-summer completion 
dates. 

Work will continue on a 50- 
suite apartment block in Nan¬ 
aimo and a 36-suite building 
in Ladysmith.

Nanaimo RCMP said the 
man was painting his base¬ 
ment and had just returned 
home from a service station 
with a two-gallon can of gaso¬ 
line which police believed he 
was using as thinner or cjg^n- 
ing fluid. 

He was in the basement of 
his home only a few minutes 
when the explosion occurred. 
Police believe it was caused 
when the gasoline fumes were 
ignited by the pilot light of a 
nearby water heater.

CHEMAINUS — Osric Mur¬ 
rell’s last shift on the ferry 
Ethel Hunter before his retire¬ 
ment last Tuesday, began as 
another routine day but It 
ended with a climax that he 
will never forget 
It was a reasonably fine 
spring afternoon when he left 
his home at 2832 Pine Street 
As usual he used a shortcut to 
the waterfront and a few min¬ 
utes later his 13-foot motor¬ 
boat took him across to Thetis 
Island where he was to catch 
the ferry that plies between 
there and Chemainus.

»jn, when 
Ethel Hufiter cast off the line 
and commenced another regu¬ 
lar run to the Chemainus gov¬ 
ernment dock with Skipper 
Roy Hyde, Mate Murrell and 


deckhand Bill Dickie. Al¬ 
though routine, it was dif¬ 
ferent for Murrell because 
after the shift he would have 
officially ended 25 years of 
marine service to the public, 
including the eight years on 
the ferry. 

Murrell spent many years 
as operator of a water taxi 
long before anyone heard of a 
ferry. His wife Ruth had 
helped him keep the tough 
'business running either by 
teaching music to supplement 
the lean income o* even by 
taking over the wheel of one 
of the three water taxis to fill 
in a gap during busy times. 

The area he had served 
reached from Active Pass to 
Gabriola Island including a 
vast array of natural water¬ 
ways with tricky currents, 
treacherous sudden swells 


and a host of people living on 
the many different islands 
who knew that Murrell and 
his fast taxi could be relied 
on. 

There had been bad nights 
on the water when gale force 
winds whipped foaming 
crowns on the waves and the 
spray showered the wind¬ 
shield of the little 21-foot boat. 
Murrell must of thought of 
one night in particular when a 
frantic call asked him to pick 
up a 6ick woman on Galiano 
Island to take her to the Che¬ 
mainus general hospital. / 

It had been such a misera¬ 
ble, stormy and wet night that 
he could not go into the cove. 
The woman w’as brought to 
the bouncing water taxi in a 
canoe. Finally, after several 
attempts, just as the water 
taxi swept down from the 


crest of a wave and the canoe 
surged up, the woman was 
grabbed and pulled aboard 
the motor boat. 

Murrell also took tons of 
freight to island stores and in¬ 
dividuals. 

On one of the very last trips 
his wife had boarded the ferry 
at Chemainus under the pre¬ 
text of visiting some friends 
on Thetis Island and once 
more the short journey seemed 
uneventful. However. ap¬ 
proaching the dock at Thetic, 
Murrell saw’ a large crowd of 
people and heard music blar¬ 
ing. , 

Remembering many noisy 
picnic crowds he grunted to 
hi» wife: "it looks like an¬ 
other bloody convention." His 
wife chuckled and minutes 
later when the Ethel Hunter 
docked Murrell stared in dis¬ 
belief. 


AH the 100 people march¬ 
ing down the dock had come 
to say goodbye to him. There 
were cheers and cakes and 
hand shaking and a gift. 

They all remembered Mur¬ 
rell’s long maring service that 
had contributed so much to 
their wellbeing for so many 
years. 

A few days later, during an 
Interview in the couple's liv¬ 
ing room, Mrs Kurrell con¬ 
fessed "that was the only se¬ 
cret I have ever/had from my 
nusband when I told him on 
/Tuesday that IAvan ted to visit 
a friend on Thmis Island." 

Now’ a master of his own 
time MurreU and his wife wiU 
pursue their common interest 
and they hope to start a 
drama club in Chemainus.

Alberni Area Recreation 


What’s First, Program or Price? 


PORT ALBERNI - What 
should come first — the pro¬ 
gram or its price? 

This question taxed the 
minds of Albemi-Clayoquot 
Regional Board members this 
week as chairman Les Mac¬ 
Kinnon presented a report 
from a committee probing re¬ 
gional recreation. 

MacKinnon suggested re¬ 
gion directors should try and 
find out what the rural resi¬ 
dents would “go far’' in the 
way of costs. A levy of four 
mills was suggested originally 
by the committee but this was 
cu» to three mills because it 


was felt there would be little 
need for acquisition of park- 
lands in view of areas already 
allocated by the regional dis¬ 
trict and the senior levels of 
government. 

City representatives were 
not entirely happy, MacKin¬ 
non said, with this recommen- 
d9t‘on. and they are already 
laying more than seven mills 
for city recreation facilities. , 

Beaufort board member 
Mike Kokura told the meeting 
it would be hard to sell a rec¬ 
reation program to rural resi¬ 
dents on cost alone. Definite 
programs would have to be 
outlined so that people would 


know what they might expect 
in return for their added tax 
dollars. 

MacKinnon said that in 
meeting with recreation peo¬ 
ple in the rural areas the 
committee had found the 
main problem was not so 
much a lack of facilities and 
equipment but a lack of 
trained professional person¬ 
nel. supervisors and directors 
who could begin programs, in¬ 
spire interest and keep the 
programs going. 


Many people in the rural 
area would find no addition to 
their taxes with the three mill 
increase since the homeown¬ 
ers grant in many cases more 
than covers the entire tax. 

“Many would pey'fltfle or 
nothing more. We have to find 
out what mill rate is accept¬ 
able. Programs would also 
have to be spelled out. In 
matters like this, people often 
react without finding out ex¬ 
actly what is involved." Mac¬ 
Kinnon said. 


Rej>resentative Aid. George 
McKnight said rural residents 
he has spoken to appear to be 
willing to share the cost of 
new facilities to be jointly 
used such as the proposed 
new arena, but appear to 
think they are being asked to 
“bail the city out” on pre¬ 
viously acquired debts. "Not 
that the city needs bailing 
out." the alderman added. 

Beaver Creek represent¬ 
ative Bill Duncan said if it 
was any indication of the in¬ 


terest in recreation In his 
area, he had been told that at 
the last meeting of the Beaver 
Creek recreation group, the 
janitor had to be called in to 
make a quorum so the meet¬ 
ing could proceed.

Court I plmlds Lair 


B.C. Wins Round 
In Ad Ban Fight 


VANCOUVER (CP) The 
British Columbia government 
won a major legal battle Fri¬ 
day when a B.C. Supreme 
Court judge upheld the Social 
Credit administration's con¬ 
troversial, legislation banning 
liquor and tobacco advertis¬ 
ing. 

Mr. Justice K. E. Hinkson 
ruled in a 2.*)-page judgemeni 
that the laws, approved by 
the government last year, 
were within its jurisdiction 
and did not encroach on fed¬ 
eral [lowers. 

The legislation was chal¬ 
lenged in the courts by seven 
tobacco, advertising and pub- 
lishing companies: Benson 
and Hedges (Canada* Ltd.. 
Imperial Tobacco Products 
Ltd., Macdonald Tobacco 
Marketing Ltd.. Kothmans of 
Pali Mall Canada.Ltd.. South- 
star Publishers Ltd.. Time 
Canada Ltd. and Maclean- 
Hunter Ltd. 

The companies contended 
that B.C.'s tobacco advertis¬ 
ing restraint act and amend¬ 
ments to the provincial liquor 
act. all approved last year, 
were illegal. 

However, Hinkson flatly re¬ 
jected one of the main sub¬ 
missions by the companies 
that the two prohibitions in¬ 
vaded the field of criminal 
law, a federal responsibility. 

Counsel for the provincial 
attorney-general, who was 
named defendant in the ac¬ 
tion. had adequately es¬ 
tablished the government's 
rights to legislate in the area, 
the supreme court judge said. 

"If it is established that the 
province has the power .to 


regulate a particular business 
or trade within the province 
. . . then the extent of such 
regulation is a matter for the 
Legislature," said Hinkson. 

"In the result, I conclude 
that the Tobacco Advertising

liquor and tobacco advertis¬ 
ing. said Friday he will press 
the government to begin en¬ 
forcing the law. 

"The legislation Is still 
silly.” Bader said after hear¬ 
ing that the B.C. Supreme 
Court had upheld the legisla¬ 
tion. 

Bader said he will make ap¬ 
plication next week to have 
writs issued against business 
firms and magazines he 
clnims have violated the law. 
Among Bader's targets are 
Time Magazine. B.C. Ferries, 
Maclean's magazine, Satur¬ 
day Night and Kripps United 
Pharmacy, owned by Social 
Credit MLA Agnes Kripps. 
Bader's attempts to have 
writs issued against the firms 
had been held in limbo while 
the test case was pending.

He also rejected submis¬ 
sions that the legislation In¬ 
terfered with the righls of fe¬ 
derally incorporated compa¬ 
nies to carry on business in 
the province. 

"The act indicates that the 
l^eg^lature considers adver¬ 
tising of 'tobacco products is 
employed to induce people to 
acquire tobacco products. It Is 
part of the business of selling 
tobacco products generally. 

"What the legislation does 
is to regulate the selling ot 
tobacco products within the 
province to the extent that 
this aspect of their sale is not 
[termitted. 

"The product itself may 
still bo freely sold, but the in¬ 
ducement to such sale by 
means of advertising is prohi¬ 
bited." 

Hinkson added that the fact 
that advertising is prohibited 
"does not appear to be fatal" 
to the validity of the provin¬ 
cial legislation, since the laws 
merely regulate a single 
aspect of the tohncco trade. 

"In my view the prohibitions 
of the liquor act are directed 
against tiie advertising of li¬ 
quor for sale within the prov¬ 
ince. The statute does not pro¬ 
hibit people from going 
beyond the limits of B.C. for 
the purpose of purchasing li¬ 
quor. Nor does the statute 
prohibit the sending into B.C. 
from abroad of newspapers 
and journals cont.iining adver¬ 
tisements in respect of liquor; 
nor does it prohibit any com¬

Ownership Policy 
Details Tuesday

OTTAWA (UPI) - The Ca¬ 
nadian government’s long- 
awaited |K)licy on foreign 
ownership of Canadian firms 
will l»e unveiled Tuesday, na¬ 
tional Revenue Minister Herb 
Gray told the House of Com¬ 
mons Friday. 

Gray would not comment on 
details of the policy hut it was 
expected to include an agency 
to screen the activities of 
multinational corporations hi 
Canada as well as foreign in-‘ 


vestment in Canadian firms 
and research activities of 
foreign companies in Canada. 

The government has in¬ 
dicated that the policy will 
also include a more selective 
approach to moves by foreign, 
principally American, compa¬ 
nies. The federal government 
has been promising a state¬ 
ment on foreign ownership lor 
well over a year now, but it 
has been held up by "tech¬ 
nicalities."

Trades Stay Off Picketing

Construction workers won't 
picket sites where they have 
beeen locked out by the Coil- 
struction Labor Relations As¬ 
sociation because tlp*y want 
to do as little damage to the 
economy as possible, a union 
spokesman said Friday. / 
The association lookout 
went into effect on schedule 
at 4:30 p.m. Friday, but the 
union spokesman, Ed/ Fay, 
secretary of the B.C/Yukon 
Building Trades Council, said 
that at 5 p.m. not all firms 


had complied with the lockout 
order. 

Fay said he would not know' 
until Monday or Tuesday ex- 
actlj whi#h firms had locked 
out workers and which hadn't, 
but rerx/rts reaching his Van¬ 
couver , office indicated that 
even some memberf firms of 
the CLRA had not. 

Many independent contrac¬ 
tors had signed their own in¬ 
terim contracts with the 
unions and were not involved 
in the lockout, either, he said. 

The council/ which repre¬ 
sen is 18 building trades 
unions throughout the prov¬ 


ince, had decided not to pic¬ 
ket the construction sites 
from which they were locked 
out unless efforts were made 
to get the work done by other 
personnel. Fay said. 

’Pickets would be set up 
only if a contracting firm 
tried /to bring in non-union 
labbn( or if an owner tried to 
do pie work himself or get 
otner employees to do it. 

The council did not want to 
put out of work men from 
other unions who work at 
other jobs in plants where 
there might also be construc- 
tio n going on. Fay said. 


The other unions, such as 
pulp workers and oil workers, 
had told the council their 
members would not do any 
construction work during the 
period of the lockout. 

Fay said negotiations would 
resupie between soiUe trades 
the 840-memb/r CLRA 
week, and he Avas hope- 
fiA/-_8ome progress/ would be 
nade. 

The council wanted to con¬ 
tinue direct negotiations with 
the CLRA and not go to arbi¬ 
tration. he said. At the 
present time, therefore, it 
would reject Premier Ben¬ 


nett's offer to act as a direct 
arbitrator in the dispute. 

The reason the council pre¬ 
ferred to continue the direct 
negotiations was that the 
CLRA was familiar with the 
entire situation, and the 
unions had worked three 
months to get the negotiations 
to the point where they now

SAIGON (UPI) — Tank-led North Vietnamese 
troops in a broad attacking front shattered South 
Viofnam's northernmost defence line Friday and 
drove a wedge between the northernmost provin¬ 
cial capital of Quang Tri and its nearby combat base 
this morning, threalening the city itself. 

UPI Correspondent Donald 
Davis, rejiorting from the 
northern military head¬ 
quarters at Da Nang, said a 
Communist tank column cut¬ 
off the base, surrounding a . 

South Vietnamese marine de¬ 
tachment. during art attack on 
Quang Tri bridge,_ just 
south of the < it> along High¬ 
way 1. 

Earlier, a separate armored 
force advanced to within 10 
miles of the ancient imperial 
capital of Hue after overrun¬ 
ning Dong Ha bastion, eight- 
miles north of Quang Tri. ami 
surrounding the prov incial 
capital.

Davis quoted military 
sources as saying the Commu¬ 
nist force attacking near 
Quang Tri pulled hack from 
the bridge and at dawn began 
fresh shelling attacks in the 
area. North Vietnamese tanks 
and artillery hit the city, ap¬ 
parently to. keep defenders in¬ 
side pinned down, they said. 

Four divisions of commu¬ 
nists — 40.000 men at full 
strength -laid siege to the 
northern provincial capital of 
Quang Tri. 18 miles south of 
the demilitarized zone and 
sent South Vietnamese fleeing 
from two key bases guarding 
Hue. the country's third larg¬ 
est city. 

The two nutixwts abandoned 
early today were artillery 
base Bastnene. nine miles 
southwest of Hue. and the 
nearby Checkmate defensive 
base. Only one base. Bir¬ 
mingham. lay between the ad¬ 
vancing columns of North 
Vietnamese and the ancient 
imperial capital, which was 
held hv communist forces for 
21 days during the 196S Tet of¬ 
fensive. Hue is 33 miles south 
of Quang Tri. 

I’PI correspondent Stewart 
Kellerrrmn said that as of 
dawn today there had been no 
communist move made at 
Hue itself. 

American warplanes pound¬ 
ed Bastogne and Checkmate 
early today in an attempt to 
destroy abandoned govern¬ 
ment weapons, gas and am¬ 
munition. 

U. S. Air Force B-52 
bombers flew 13 raids Fri¬ 
day to blunt the communist 
advance to the north around 
Quang Tri. then turned early 
today to the area southwest of 
Hue. Helicopter crashes were 
making up most of the cur¬ 
rent U.S. casualties in Viet¬ 
nam. 

DPI corresnondent Chad 
Huntley in Hue said the 
bombing was so heavy that 
ground shocks can be felt in 
the city. 

The North Vietnamese 
thrusts that opened the fith 
week of their offensive began 
first against Quang Tri. their 
infantry columns advancing 
south behind a force of 100 
tanks. The columns overran 
the Dong Ha bastion north of 
Quang Tri and by Friday af¬ 
ternoon had surrounded and

EDMONTON (CP) - Con¬ 
struction will start this sum¬ 
mer on a $70 million to $100 
million nll-weafher highway 
to the Arctic Ocean. Prime 
Minister Trudeau said Friday 
night. 

He told a public meeting 
that when finished, the road 
will siretch 1.050 miles from 
the Alberta-Northwest Terri¬ 
tories border to Tuktoyaktuk, 
N.W.T. 

There's already a 296-mile 
stretch of highway from the 
Alberta border to Fort Simp¬ 
son. 

"This road has been a 
dream until now," he said. 
“Its length — some 1,050 
miles north of 60 degrees —- 
and Its cost, between $70 mil¬ 
lion and $100 million, have ap¬ 
peared as overwhelming ob¬ 
stacles. 

"The benefits to be gained 
are now so obvious, however, 
and the prospects so encour¬ 
aging. that I am able to an¬ 
nounce tonicht that the pn*- 
emment will hegin building 
this highway this summer." 

Initially, w-ork will start at 
Inuv ik and Fort Simpson and 
prweed north and south si¬ 
multaneously. 

Survey work "will get un¬ 
der way shortly" and will be 
finished before the end of the 
year. 

The route would be careful¬ 
ly selected so that It w’ould be 
of use if oil or gas pipelines 
"be built along the Mackenzie 
Valley." 

"It will be built ahead of 
any pipelines and will there¬ 
fore offer considerable cost 
savings to them during the 
construction [>eriod. 

"For this reason, the gov¬ 
ernment intends to recover 
some of the highw ay construc¬ 
tion costs from the pipeline 
companies." 

He did not elaborate on the 
pipeline companies' Involve¬ 
ment. 

The road is part of a pro¬ 
posed oil-gas-highway corri¬ 
dor u'hich Trudeau estimated 
W'ould cost about $10 billion. 

The road would "bring an 
end to the isolation ... of the 
communities along the Mac¬ 
kenzie River.”
